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Some Facts Regarding Brucellosis Control 


en hearing more and more about the 
me of vaccine for the control of Bang’s 
disease or Brucellosis as it is now commonly 
called. Some of the results obtained by vac- 
cination have been so favorable that many 
fee] that this strain No. 19 vaccine may 
offer the answer to this very complex prob- 
lem. Since this method of control stimu- 
lates the production of immune bodies in 
the body of the animal, we should under- 
stand a few facts about the development of 
immunity if we would use _this weapon 
intelligently. This. paper will attempt to 
explain some of the factors which assist in 
the production of immunity and to call at- 
tention to some of the problems still await- 
ing for solution. 

Brucellosis has long been recognized as a 
slf limiting disease. Following a severe 
outbreak in a herd, the abortions gradually 
diminish in number and finally they may 
cease altogether. At the same time, the 
blood test may indicate that the percentage 
of reactors had decreased to a certain ex- 
tent, This so-called recovery, which may re- 
quire several years, happens because the 
continued contact with the naturally occurr- 
ing infections enable the animals to build 
up varying degrees of immunity against the 
disease. While this method of handling 
Bang’s disease is not to be recommended, it 
is worth our time to discuss how this im- 
munity may develop in an infected herd 
without the use of vaccine. 

Our first discovery as we approach this 
problem is that non-immunized bovines pass 
through periods when they are very slightly 
susceptible to Brucellosis. This phenomenon 
was first noted in calves. When born from 
infected dams or fed infected milk they 
show evidence of having the disease only as 
long as the exposure to the infection con- 
tinues. During this period, they may show 
a blood reaction and it is often possible to 
isolate the Brucella abortus organisms from 
their tissues. When the feeding of infected 
milk is discontinued, a very large percent- 
age of them will soon lose their blood re- 
actions. Careful examinations of the tissues 
of some of these calves indicates that. they 
also lose the organisms from their bodies. 
uch calves, protected from infection as 
they grow into heifers, remain free from 
the disease and make safe replacements for 
4 Brucellosis free herd. It is doubtful if

some evidence to indicate that they develop 
a certain amount of immunity. 

This same lack of susceptibility exists to 
a somewhat lesser degree in unbred heifers 
of breeding age and in unbred adults. Such 
animals, exposed to the infection, usually 
develop a blood reaction which tends to re- 
cede towards negative at a rate more rapid 
than that observed where bred animals be- 
come infected. When cows and heifers, 
which have been exposed while unbred, are 
then bred and reexposed with an infective 
dose of Brucella abortus they are usually 
found to be immune. Practically all of them 
will calve normally. This reexposure often

causes little changes in their reaction to the 
blood test. Some of these animals may re- 
turn to a completely negative status. 


What has been said indicates that it is 
the bred heifers and adults which are most 
susceptible to this disease. When they re- 
ceive an infective dose, the organisms are 
able to firmly establish themselves in the 
tissues—usually the fetal membranes and 
the udder. Some of the animals, infected 
in this manner, will abort. A few will calve 
normally. Most of them will continue as 


carriers for life, spreading the infection 
whenever they calve or abort. 

This makes it possible for some of the 
other animals to become more or less im- 
munized by taking the organisms into their 
bodies at a time when they are least suscep- 
tible. In this manner a virulent disease 
producing strain of the organism, capable 
of causing abortions, gradually immunizes 
a herd so that the disease may disappear as 
far as the abortions are concerned. It is 
this phenomenon which has in the past made 
it appear that the so-called “abortion cures” 
had produced results. The natural immunity 
resulting from exposure to the infection pro-

duced the results. The credit was given to 


the worthless cure. 


This method of control cannot be recom- 
mended. It is too slow and costly and the 
results are too uncertain. Without the blood 
test and the elimination of reactors, the in- 
fection will continue in the herd and the 
owner will have to expect an occasional 
abortion. Nevertheless, this development of 
naturally acquired immunity has been dis- 
cussed because of the assistance which it 
may give to the vaccine in the immunization 
of an infected herd. 

This method of control goes about the 
production of immunity exactly in the same

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has been shifting rapidly in the past 

few weeks—now points toward sharp 
reductions in production in 1946 and in- 
creasing government controls to prevent 
surpluses. 

Secretary of Agriculture Clinton Ander- 
son’s job of administering an agricultural 
program, the main feature of which will be 
price supports, will be tougher by far than 
anything Marvin Jones or Claude Wickard 
faced when they shared agricultural respon- 
sibility. 

Undersecretary J. B. Hutson, who also is 
Director of the Office of Production and 
Marketing, told a farm group recently that 
“we cannot count on the foreign market 
again next year.” Last year Lend-Lease 
and military shipments took more than one- 
quarter of our total farm production. 

It still is a big question how strong the 
domestic demand will be. It depends upon 
the rate of reconversion and the amount of 
unemployment. Domestic consumer purchas- 
ing power has not weakened since end of 
the war, but neither has removal of ration- 
ing resulted in the expected increase. 

Reconversion isn’t going according to 
plan, and that has Washington worried. La- 
bor demands for a thirty per cent wage in- 
crease, industry—paralyzing strikes, in- 
creasing unemployment—now estimated to 
reach ten million by late winter and remain 
above eight million for the 1946 year—all 
have upset official calculations on food de- 


mand.

Government price policies will have a 
more important bearing on farm prosperity 
than at any time during the war. As the 
situation now stands there is no clear-cut 
price policy. Prices have become all tangled 
in discussion of policies and planning. 

It is significant that most Agriculture 
Department officials have less faith in the 
infallibility of the Steagall Amendment and 
other pledges of ninety per cent of parity 
than farmers generally. They think those 
pledges, even though fully kept, are likely 
to prove a disappointment to farmers. 

Congress is engrossed in the problem of 
labor and industry, almost to the exclusion 
of Agriculture. Administration reasoning 
—in which Secretary Anderson concurs—is 
that if labor and industry have a high 
income farmers will just naturally prosper. 

Some farm organization leaders already 
are beginning to criticize Anderson because, 
they think, he has been giving more time 
recently to testifying before Congress in 
favor of labor legislation than he has to ag- 
ricultural needs. sia 


Prices, production and government con- 
trols all are involved in the somewhat con- 
fused thinking on plans for 1946 and there- 
after. Anderson definitely is backing away 
from earlier statements of the need for an- 
other year of maximum production. 

He is talking more of making “necessary 
adjustments” for obtaining a “balanced 
production.” His talks with farm people re- 
cently have left no doubt in their mind that 
real production control is coming. 

Anderson favors direct price supports, 
rather than subsidies. But he told farm 
people that “the government cannot long 
support prices that result in the piling up

sors since Henry Wallace. He’ll be careful 
not to precipitate an open fight between the 
Administration and Congress over farm 
policies ahead of the crucial 1946 election. 

Having been a Congressman, Anderson is 
quick to sense the wishes of Congress. Al- 
though officials in his department, includ- 
ing Hutson, have become deeply involved 
in the economists’ plan for cheap food and 
permanent subsidies, Anderson has. been 
careful to keep his own fingers off the hot 
stove. 

Not long ago Anderson presided at a 
Mayflower Hotel dinner in which $12,500.00 
in prizes put up by one of his own officials 
were awarded to winners of a nation-wide 
contest for the best postwar farm price 
plan. 

The prize winners, including one-third of 
them from the Department, advocated a 
program of allowing farm commodity prices 
to fall to world levels and then making up 


the difference between that and a “fair 
price” by direct federal subsidies. 
Congressmen present, included Rep. 


Stephen Pace, of Georgia, told him in no un- 
certain terms that if he ever came up to the 
Hill with that one they’d knock his ears off. 
He knows, too, that they meant it. 


Much of the uncertainty centers around 
cattle—beef and dairy. When, and how, 
will subsidies be removed? Both Anderson 
and OPA Administrator Chester Bowles 
have said they expect subsidies will be dis- 
continued by next June 30th—the date leg- 
islative authority for them expires. 

Anderson wanted to remove _ subsidies 
while demand still was strong, so that high- 
er market prices would absorb part of pres- 
ent $5,000,000.00 a day subsidy cost. Bowles 
objected, saying that to do so would result 
in higher living costs and a threat of infla- 
tion. 

Now that the supply is beginning to 
weigh heavily on prices of many farm com- 
modities, Bowles is talking about removing 
both ceilings and subsidies. Anderson feels 
that the psychological time to remove sub- 
sidies has passed, and the removal of ceil- 
ings would not result in higher prices ex- 
cept on a few short commodities. 

Reports from both government and 
private sources indicate an exceptionally 
heavy marketing of cattle from the ranges 
direct to slaughter and as a result of heav- 
ier culling of dairy cattle over the next few 
months. A big movement of lambs and 
sheep to take advantage of the $1.00 a hun- 
dred subsidy also is expected. 

Differences between Bowles and Anderson 
exist despite efforts of the publicity depart- 
ments of both agencies to make it look as 
if the two are in complete harmony. Cattle- 
men particularly complain that the OPA 
and USDA are at loggerheads. 

Anderson wants to get all beef off ra- 
tioning, remove subsidies and price con- 
trols, allow the market to reassert itself in 
a normal spread between cornfed and range 
cattle. He thinks the market shock will be 


less in the long run than if artifice;

None has as yet i 
able to get both Bowles and Anderson ro 
gether across the table, and the result is 
that they soon go home more discouraged

Recently Richard Kleberg, co-owner of 
the huge Texas King Ranch, and P 0 
Wilson, manager of the National Live Stock 
Producers’ Association, dropped in at the 
same time to talk over live stock problems 
with us. 

Kleberg’s principal interest is in range 
cattle; Wilson’s is more on the side of feed. 
lot cattle. Both had been to see Bowles and 
Anderson separately. Neither could get any 
clear intimation of the government’s jnten- 
tions. 

Yet, both Kleberg and Wilson agreed on 
the major points of the type of program 
that is needed. They agreed that piece- 
meal removal of meat rationing might up- 
set the whole market pattern; that sub- 
sidies have not benefitted the producer; and 
that the artificial price structure is causing 
hundreds of midwestern feedlots to go 
empty. 

Both men agreed that if the present con- 
dition continues there will be the greatest 
live stock liquidation since the drought 
years of the ’30s during the next few 
months. The only major exception being 
hogs. 

“Range men are selling off their stock, 
both beef and sheep,” Kleberg said. “They 
fear that present prices will not continue; 
that feed costs will remain high and thus 
close off the normal feedlot market.” 

Wilson agreed. He added that “every 
live stock man I’ve talked to in the last 
month is planning to carry fewer animals 
through the winter than he did in either of 
the past two years.” Dairymen, he added, 
are culling “strippers” and sending them to 


market.

Matters between the OPA and the USDA 
are moving toward a showdown, and the 
“smart money” in Washington is_ being 
placed on Anderson. There is apparently 
good reason for this. : } 

Bowles is the last of the wartime group 
which held firmly to the “hold-the-line’ 
at 1942 levels policy, sometimes it seemed 
blindly. Fred Vinson, the great compromis- 
er, now is out of the stabilization picture. 
Marvin Jones, as WFA Administrator, be- 
came utterly discouraged by Vinson’s pro- 
crastination. 

William Davis, the War Labor Board 
chairman who became Stabilization Direct- 
or, was on Bowles side. Now Davis and his 
office have been dissolved. His talk of a 
fifty per cent wage increase scared the Ad- 
ministration to the point where it had to 
make a major amputation.

/ meh me some opportunity to study the 
economics of this system of farming both 

from the individual operator’s returns and 
the beef cattle industry in relation to agri- 
culture in Ontario and Canada as a whole. 

In co-operation with the Dominion Live 
stock Branch, of Ottawa, Mr. Harry Wil- 
son, of Charing Cross, and my- 
wif for two years kept close 
accounts of the cost of raising 
beef cattle within this region 
of Ontario. The outstanding 
result indicated the absolute 
necessity of keeping the over- 
head low, especially from the 
cost of feed angle, if any rea- 
sonable margin could be as- 
sured. Close examination of 
the detailed figures indicated 
that one of the biggest factors 
in feed cost of production was 
the quality and quantity of 
pasture both from the cost of 
maintenance of the cow and 
the gains of the young cattle 
during the grazing season. 

Realizing the importance of 
this from my own view point, 
and also from that of the beef 
cattle industry in general in Western On- 
tario, where many hundreds of thousands 
of acres are now devoted to the growing 
and finishing of beef cattle on grass, during 
the past ten years I have devoted much of 
my time and attention to practical methods 
of improving pastures suited to this system 
of farming. 

It is my opinion that if the Canadian beef 
cattle industry is going to thrive after the 
war and in competition with other countries 
in addition to fair tariffs, we must consid- 
er every way and means possible to lower 
the cost of production by improving our 
pastures, thus promoting rapid gains of 
high quality beef so that the cost per pound 
of beef produced will be at its minimum. 

Results of several years of pasture im- 
provement methods on my farm of original- 
ly 1500 acres have enabled me to discard 
300 acres of rented pasture land at an an- 
nual saving of $900.00. In 1944 I have pro- 
vided ample feed for my standing herd of 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle and built 
up a reserve of feed which enables me to 
ship out about twenty cars of baled hay to 
meet the present emergency in less fortun- 
ate areas, although in this region the 1944 
season was very dry, resulting in a general 
shortage of hay. 

I also found it necessary to purchase 
seventy-five additional cattle from the West 
last June, and left 110 acres of good im- 
proved pasture untouched for winter graz- 
Ing. In addition to this, I combined ap- 
proximately 100 acres of ungrazed pasture 
Which yielded over eight. and one-half tons 
of seeds consisting of O. A. C. improved 
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strains of Orchard Grass and Timothy, and 
mixtures of Orchard Grass, Brome, Meadow 
Fescue and Timothy as would be harvested 
from improved pastures only lightly grazed. 
Part of the baled hay was obtained from un- 
required pastures and part from the areas 
combined for seed which was then mowed 
and baled for hay. 

As I see it, the beef cattle farmer by fol- 
lowing a carefully planned program can so 
plan to have at least “four strings to his 
bow” instead of one as is the general pre- 
vailing opinion. These are as follows: 

1—Increased carrying capacity per 

farm. 

2—The possibility of a good hay crop 

en by a strong aftermath pas- 
ure. 
3—The possibility of harvesting a sup- 
ply of seed from the tall growing 
grasses by cutting high 
with the combine, fol- 
lowed by pasture. 

4—The possibility of re- 
moving a crop of med- 
ium quality hay after 
combining the seed, fol- 
lowed by aftermath 
grazing. 

While the primary objective 
of my efforts is to create bet- 
ter pastures, the greatly in- 
creased production of grass 
has required fewer acres to 
carry the cattle and allowed 


tunity to cash in on these ap- 
parent side lines to an ad- 
vantage. 

Practically all beef cattle 
men are unanimous in their 
opinion that something must 
be done about their pastures, which are 
becoming thin and weedy and the cattle 
are not doing so well. They agree that the 
best method of improvement is to plow and 
reseed, but, owing to the present high cost 
of seeds, they are afraid to venture. From 
my experience this can be accomplished 
very cheaply. The first is to grow a few 
acres of each of the grasses you need and 
harvest for seed, thus providing ample sup- 
plies at a relatively small cost outlay. The 
second is to improve a small acreage, e. g., 
ten acres on a 100 acre farm, the first year, 
twenty acres the second year, and say 
thirty to forty acres the third year. By us- 
ing a nurse crop of oats and an electric 
fence this could be pastured off at the right 
time. During the second year the ten 
acres seeded the previous year will more 
than compensate for the apparent loss of 
pasture on the twenty acres of the second 
year, and so on. Thus at the end of three 
to four years the original carrying capacity 
will be more than doubled without loss of 
time and at a relatively small initial outlay. 
The gradually increasing returns from the 
previously improved pasture will assist in 
financing the remaining acreage. 

I am planning to reseed fifty acres of an 
eighty acre farm which carried ninety cows 
and calves during the seasons of 1943 and 
1944. During the season of 1942 this same 
eighty acres carried an average of fifty 
cows and calves and produced 1150 bales 
of hay. I might. add that the two adjoining 
eighty acre farms only carry twenty steers 
for a period of six to eight weeks. 

The back thirty acres of this eighty was

plowed and reseeded in 1940 to Orchard 
Grass, Alfalfa, Red Clover and Timothy. 
The Red Clover has disappeared and the 
Timothy and Alfalfa is rapidly thinning, 
leaving a rather thin open sod which nee 
thickening. This I propose to do by har- 
rowing thoroughly and sowing more peren- 
nial grasses and clovers with some fertil- 
izer early this spring. 

The front fifty acres, consisting of a very 
thin and weedy fifty year old natural sod 
was plowed and well top-worked last Nov- 
ember and with little preparation will be 
ready for seeding this spring. The soil is a 
clay loam, level and drained by wide sur- 
-_ ditches only. These will be seeded as 
well. 

Providing the season is agreeable I plan 
to first double disc the field and then apply 
300 pounds of fertilizer. This will be work- 
ed into the soil by another discing and the 
field will be harrowed and cultipacked well 
before sowing the seed. 

Past experience has proven the advisabil- 
ity and the importance of abundance of fer- 
tility if best results are to be obtained. 
The deep working in of the major portion 
of the fertilizer and a light application with 
the seed to assist quick starting is highly 
recommended. 

The grasses I use have light fluffy seeds 
and the sowing usually presents a problem 
to the inexperienced farmer. I have had 
good success by mixing the seeds with some 
fertilizer and sowing through the fertilizer 
box. However, if you wish, the small 
clovers could be seeded through the grass 
seeder, the larger seeds through the grain 
box on the wheat run side and the fertilizer 
as usual. 

Previously, I have been drilling all the 
seeds in with the fertilizer, but, comparing 
this method with broadcasting, I prefer the 
latter as it gives better ground coverage, 
a more uniform sod and less crowding of 
the plants as occurs in the drills or rows. 
To accomplish this I will remove the flex- 
ible tubes from the hoes and tie them be- 
hind so that the seeds and 100 pounds of 
fertilizer will be broadcasted on together. 
Depending on soil conditions, little, if any, 
pressure will be on the hoes and the attach- 
ed chains will be sufficient to cover the 
seeds. The field will be well packed again 
after the drill. If the drill chains are not 
available a light logging chain looped be- 
hind will accomplish the same purpose. All 
evidence proves that grass and clover seeds 
should be sown shallow on a fine seed bed 
for best results. One of the frequent causes 
of poor stands, in addition to lack of soil 
fertility, is that small seeds are planted too 
deeply on a loose open soil. 

After careful study of past results and 
consultation with my committee, I have de- 
cided to make some changes in my seeds 
mixture by slightly increasing the Orchard 
Grass and decreasing the Meadow Fescue. 
The new Ladino clover which we hear so 
much about is proving very promising and 
I have decided to replace part of the White 
Dutch with this relatively new clover. How- 
ever, as yet, it has not proved itself over a 
suficient number of years to warrant re- 
placing the White Dutch clover entirely 
with the Ladino clover in a long term pas- 
ture suited to the beef cattle farmer. The 
mixture I intend to use this season is as 
follows:

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West Maryland Field Day

ARYLAND may not have the largest 

herds of Aberdeen-Angus in America, 

but this State certainly has the great- 
est enthusiasm for the breed to be found 
anywhere. This was demonstrated at the 
West Maryland Field Day, held on the mag- 
nificent acres of Cold Saturday Farm, at 
Finksburg, September 15th. 


Admirers of the Blacks by the hundreds 
drove for hours through heavy rains to at- 
tend this outstanding event. It was no gen- 
tle shower, either. It poured—continuously 
—all day, yet visitors from eleven states 
and the District of Columbia were present. 

If the hearts of the Host and Hostess, 
Judge and Mrs. H. H. Hackney, were brok- 
en by the unkind elements, these soon were 
healed by the great success of the party. 
In this instance, paradoxically, the rain was 
a “break” for many guests. Cold Saturday 
is such a beautiful place that it invites na- 
ture lovers to stray from the work at hand. 
But those who might have strolled, were 
driven to refuge. They were thus rewarded 
by the privilege of inspecting one of 
America’s most efficient show barns. It is 
described herein. 

Being wise planners and versatile hosts, 
the Hackneys were all set when the Weath- 
er Man, worrying about what atomic en- 
ergy will do to his favorite science, sent an 
undercover batch of gremlins to break up 
the party. What a licking they got. The 
guests merely moved from the spacious 
lawns to that unusual show barn a short 
distance.away—and the show was on. Ev- 
en the Hill Billy band worked in the shelter 
of the garage, across the way, and gave out 
right lustily. 

Rain, of course, should not be feature 
news but this deluge is mentioned solely 
to prove that when Marylanders plan a 
Field Day—a Field Day is held. 


A good show arena is formed at the 
Hackney plant by L-shaped sheds with rail 
fences on the other two sides. Most of the 
crowd sat sheltered under these sheds 
thoughout the demonstration. 


Mr. Joseph Vial, Secretary of the Mary- 
land Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
served as Master of Ceremonies and he in- 
dulged in no circumlocution in getting the 
program under way. In other words he got 
right at the nub of the situation by welcom- 
ing the visitors, announcing prominent 
guests and then dispensed with long 
speeches and other impedimenta which 
sometimes delay Field Day programs. 


Peter McIver, herdsman at Cold Satur- 
day, led out that beautiful creature, Rav- 
enswood Pride Eric. The audience was pro- 
foundly impressed by this splendid bull who 
was in top condition. This is the famous 
animal for which the Hackneys paid 
$25,000.00. Mr. Vial then introduced Wil- 
liam M. Barton, representative of the Aber- 
deen-Angus JOURNAL who gave the type 
demonstration. He not only gave. He, 
Pete and Ravenswood Pride Eric took—as 
if pouring rain were always a blessing and 
made them downright happy to be there. 
This demonstration by Mr. Barton was par- 
ticularly illuminating. Having such an ad- 
mirable subject with which to illustrate his 
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points, he lectured most informatively on 
the selection of herd bulls in general. If 
Ravenswood Pride Eric didn’t smirk during 
this phase of the proceedings then blame 
the closeup of him on the rain trickling 
down his head. 

For his remarks on heifers, Mr. Barton 
used the good cow Erianna B. 7th, which 
came in for her full mead of praise. The 
type demonstration was concluded by the 
exhibition of a steer, a son of Ravenswood 
Pride Eric. 

The show of breeding cattle resulted in 
the selection of Queen’s Repeater C. S. 
780885, son of Repeater C. S., as grand 
champion bull. The grand champion female 
was Jocklyn C. S. 741713. 

Lunch was served in buffet style with a 
priceless colored mammy mothering every- 
body to death. Her male counterpart serv- 
ed drinks on the lawn and it was worth not- 
ing that the rain seemed not to diminish 
activities at that spot.

Now to tell about that magnificent show 
barn. The old structure was burned in 1940 
so immediately the Hackneys set out to 
build a new barn that would be as nearly 
fire proof as can be made. 

The construction is cinder block, covered 
with stucco. The roof is Jamesway ironclad 
roofing which does not require paint. The 
same material is used on the inside ceilings. 
The walk-ways are scored cement, the 
floors of the stalls, clay. The partitions of 
the stalls are oak which has been fire- 
proofed by chemicals under pressure. 

There is nothing over head but an air 
space, and cat-walks for electrical repair. 
The electric fixures and cable are all moist- 
ure proof. All box stalls have outside doors 
for quick exit in case of fire. 

The blue calsomine on the windows is 
put on in the summer to keep out heat rays 
and to discourage flies. It is easily washed 
or scraped off in the fall and is harmless to 
live stock. 

The front section is 60 feet by 40 feet and 
the stalls 13 feet by 14 feet. The middle 
section is 64 feet by 34 feet, the stalls 12 feet 
by 15 feet, except the two large ones at the 
far end which are 15 feet by 16 feet. The 
smaller stalls can accommodate comfortably 
three small or two medium sized animals or 
one large bull, the larger stalls up to four 
animals. 

The feeding shed is 76 feet long and 21 
feet wide from edge of feeding trough to 


edge of shed. The trough is : 

edge to edge, and 69 feet a ‘ot wie 
walk-way 4 feet 10 inches wide. The h a 
rack is so constructed as to allow le ~ 
shattered from legume hay to fall in ti 
feed trough and thus prevent waste, . 


The baled hay and straw stor :

Downstairs there are six box st 
bulls. Back of the feeding ina pk 
— is a cement foot-bath and a breeding 
chute. 


In the main barn yard, @ cement water 
trough, built on the fence line, supplies two 
lots with water, and has an electric thermo. 
stat to keep water from freezing in the win. 
ter. Beyond is a testing chute. There ig g 
simple collapsible deck against the fence to 
hold papers or supplies, and to facilitate 
keeping records during testing. In the next 
lot, (east), is a foot trimming stock.

As the latter name suggests, the school is 

located at Shrivenham, which ig jn Berk- 

shire. In fact it is on the border of Berk. 

shire and Wiltshire near the Northern part 
of the counties. 

We are located in buildings erected ; 
1937 and 1939, and built po a militar 
school to train British army officers. The 
school is located on an old English estate 
and the Manor house is used as the officers’ 
club and officers’ mess. The buildings are 
all of brick construction and there is ample 
space to quarter the instructors, 4,000 
students and the necessary military per- 
sonnel to operate the post. 

This is of course, an army operated 
school and is operated 
for military personnel 
located in the European 
Theater of operations. 
The commanding offi- 
cer of the entire unit, 
academic as well as all 
associated military di- 
visions such as supply, 
etc., is Brig-Gen. C. M. 
Thiele. A colonel is 
designated as head of 
the Academic Division. 
As his assistant is Mr. 
Peterson. These men 
representing the mili- 
tary and civilian divis- 
ions are head of the 
_— as far as instruction is concern- 
e 


The original catalog of the University 
has the following: 

Mission: “The mission of the Army Uni- 
versity Center is to provide educational op- 
portunities on a university level for mili- 
tary personnel.” 

Attendance: “The sessions of the Army 
University Center will be open to all mili- 
tary personnel. Attendance will be by ap- 
plication.” 

You will see from the above that the en- 
trance requirements are the same as-the 
entrance requirements for colleges and uni- 
versities at home. A student must be a 
high school graduate and he must apply for 
entrance. There are no further limitations 
and the military rank of the students range 
from Private to Lt. Colonels. In academic 
training the range is high school graduate 
to college graduate and beyond.

While these 
aged the whole have not been all pleas- 
” they have no doubt been almost un- 
velfevable in their mad progress and ad- 
ee to me that the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed has made greater progress through 
this particular era than in any 
— observed that among 
the many cattle produced we 
find men clamoring for speci- 
mens of certain strains and 
types that have been developed 
by perhaps a small number of 
veteran breeders. Some of 
these breeders have spent the 
entire number of years allotted 
to them producing the quality 
of cattle that will produce 
their like or improve it. Few 
of these master breeders have 
kept any records or history of 
their achievements. Many 
have been unaware even of 
their success and have gone on 
without realizing the great 
contribution they have really 


made. 

Like folk music it has been handed down 
tous by word of mouth, and unless the few 
of us, who have had the opportunity to 
listen in and record a bit of it, the romance 
and personality of the story as well as the 
dream of the man, who had the visions of 
perfecting through his own handiwork one 
of God’s creatures, will be lost and only 
figures and statistics of show and sale, 
which does not nearly cover the good work 
done, are left to measure the progress made. 
However, statistics though rather uninter- 
esting do talk loudly, and are really our 
means of comparison and evaluation. 

I have observed that two generations or 
even three are not too long to learn about 
the cattle business. I have in mind a county 
in our adjoining state which has had ex- 
ceptional leadership and the cooperation of 
a fine group. They have done a notable 
job of promotion for the doddie. The third 
generation is about ready to step in where 
two preceding generations have consistent- 
ly promoted, improved and expanded. This 
is the right kind of promotion and only men 
who have heart and soul in their business 
can succeed as they have. 

In the last few years and I believe it will 
become more evident as time goes on. I 
have observed that in viewing herds of good 
cattle we learn the foundation has inevit- 
ably been secured from some master breed- 
er. A good bull has left his mark—or a 
group of good cows—perhaps both—which 
always suggests: “How first is your Foun- 
dation?” A good beginning is rather to be 
chosen than to lose time by starting over; 
When time in a cow herd means much. 

One good producing cow with proper 
management and ten short years equals a 
select herd of cattle. 

It has been my privilege to observe also 
that a uniform herd, which means so much

to the owner, means choosing and clinging 
to your own good type, and careful mating 
with the type which balances with your own. 
This will secure improvement. 

I scan an announcement in an old sale 
catalogue, which was written nearly thirty 
years ago, which informed the public: “The 
Glyn Mawr Herd was founded by the pur- 
chase of the entire Inverness Herd owned by 
Mr. E. T, Davis. The herd consisted of a 
small select group whose value was further 
enhanced by the importation of fifteen cows 
and one bull, all choice specimens select- 
ed by the owner from the leading herds of 
Scotland. We have kept this herd working 
selling only the bulls—adding 
a choice cow or heifer from the 
leading herds of this country 
as well as some imported ones 
from Scotland to our own 
select herd, etc.” 

At that sale, our first one on 
May 24, 1916, the public ap- 
praised them well. Our aver- 
age for the offering was a 
record breaker for the breed in 
both America and Scotland. 

We have not changed our 
methods of production. Our 
foundation proved adequate. 
We only have endeavored to 
add equal value or improve if 
possible when bringing in new 
blood. 

It may be from _ personal 
observations, but for the good 
of the breed I believe more 
benefit and progress has been made where 
a group or whole herd is absorbed—if in 
good hands. 

I am thinking of the McHenry herd when 
purchased by my own folks, the firm Escher 
& Ryan. Could what has been called the 
greatest herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, the 
McHenry herd, have fallen in a better spot? 

Laying all personal feelings of sentiment 
aside and reviewing the plant as I remem- 
ber it intimately since my childhood days, I 
would say that this transaction was the 
culmination of the greatest combination of 
super animals, in both breeding and _ in- 
dividuality that had ever been thrown to- 
gether and in greater numbers. 


I visualize the hundreds of wonderful 
black cows grazing on some six thousand 
acres of good Iowa land, I recall “bull men” 
as we called them from out west; and buy- 
ers from down south. Car load buyers were 
the rule—not. the exception. 

Preparations for the public sales—and the 
show circuits. I remember the smell of the 
feed cooking for the yards full of steers 
that were Champion carlot winners at Chi- 
cago later. Yes this was a very fitting 
home for the premier McHenry herd. The 
home of scores of famous doddies in their 
own right. The home of Eline of Balmoral, 
cow of the Queen, and originator of the 
famous Elines; the home of Edacity of the 
Dell originator of the Edella strain and 
many others I could name. The home of 
two large importations from the Homeland 
including Imp. Eurotas of Finlarig; and the 
sire of noted daughters, Imp. Earl Eric of 
Ballindalloch—some of his daughters mated 
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to Black Woodlawn made real history in the 
great P. J. Donohoe herd. 

Today more than ever do we observe the 
results of the work of this firm. Chas. 
Escher, Jr., whose background supplied all 
he needed—his father before him, a great 
old breeder and stock man who produced 
champion carlots which sold for record 
prices in those earliest years. 

Charles Escher, Jr. was versatile, had 
vision, optimism, energy and enthusiasm to 
spare. This made a good combination with 
his partner, Earl Ryan, who knew his cat- 
tle with an uncanny judgment of not only 
what they were, but how they would grow 
out and he knew how to grow them and 
seeing one never forgot—long after but re- 
membered each as individually as though 
they were people. 

Providence seems to have her own good 
way of arranging things in the world so 
that progress is made. Indeed this was a 
good home for Earl Marshall, considered 
the greatest sire the breed has known in 
America—and his famous progeny. It was 
exactly the place you would expect many 
champions to be produced, as they were. 

We are reaping the reward of the work of 
these Master breeders in improved Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle today in many many 
places. 

Although I am not so well informed, if 
time and space permitted it would give me 
pleasure to name others who have done 
similar good work which has contributed to 
the progress of our breed. 

It is with special gratitude and enthus- 
iasm that I am observing that in these days 
we have many new men. Although they 
have experienced the satisfaction of com- 
plete success in other fields of enterprise— 
they have become completely engrossed in 
this great business of breeding Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. For them, I believe the busi- 
ness will offer inexhaustible possibilities, 
being men of means they are not limited in 
their selections or their operations. 

Many times through economic conditions 
we have found it necessary to sell—so we do 
envy the man who does not need to sell the 
ones which will go on improving his herd. 

Of course we realize that these men, be- 
cause of these facts, will contribute greatly 
to the success of our breed—and that in 
turn will help us. 

Last but not least I am observing that the 
silent partner of some years back has 
emerged. The weaker sex now takes a bow. 
She not only bids but buys. She is not a 
partner in name only but participates in 
the selections, operations, clerical and other- 
wise, and contributes no end of enthusiasm 
to her better half in this colorful and inter- 
esting business of producing Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. 

My concluding observations are that the 
position of the Aberdeen-Angus breed is 
more firmly entrenched in agriculture than 
ever before. It is accepted as the greatest 
beef breed by more people than ever before. 
The ability to turn grass and grain into 
more beef and better beef and in a shorter 
time than any other breed proves their 
great efficiency. High efficiency is de- 
manded in this age in which we are living 
—now that our world has grown so much 
smaller and competition so much greater. 
The Aberdeen-Angus is the greatest beef 
breed and what ever happens it is the breed 
that will carry on.

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Hawaltian Breeders made Sacrifices too 


REPORT on conditions affecting Aber- 

deen-Angus breeders in Hawaii has 

just been received by the JOURNAL 
from Mr. H. K. L. Castle, of Honolulu, who 
is well known by cattlemen of the main- 
land, particularly on the West Coast. His 
statements show that the breeders on the 
Island had to curtail operations greatly. He 
reports: 


“T am pleased to say that I continue to 
enjoy the JOURNAL, as it comes, and con- 
gratulate you on putting out a most inter- 
esting and well “gotten-up” publication. 

“We like to keep Hawaii before the eyes 
of the public and particularly am I interest- 
ed in many old friends among the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders. I am afraid, however, 
that I cannot give you an article worthy of 
the name for the next issue of the Journal. 
As you can readily understand, everyone 
has been overwhelmed with a tremendous 
amount of work and this has not decreased 
since the grand news of the end of the war 
with Japan, which came in on the same day 
that your letter arrived. 

“On my own Ranch, the Army and Navy 
had started to occupy certain areas even 
before we went to war, and of course follow- 
ing Pearl Harbor, the areas taken over by 
the armed forces rapidly increased in ex- 
tent. It finally became necessary for us to 
discontinue breeding operations and to cut 
down the number of head that we had form- 
erly maintained. 

“This was extremely hard for me to do 


as we had developed, in the last twenty-five 
years of operation, a very uniform and 
typey lot of cattle. We sold most of our 
breeding stock to a number of prominent 
breeders here in the Territory, who were in 
a position to carry on their operations with- 
out. too much interference from the require- 
ments of the armed forces, and were fortun- 
ate in having such concerns as the Hawaiian 
Pineapple Company and the Maui Agricul- 
tural Company, who are well known as pine- 
apple and sugar producers, take over and 
carry on with these animals. 


“It has always been our plan to reorgan- 
ize and increase our breeding operations as 
soon as conditions permit. This will depend 
upon the lands that are returned to us and 
the time when they will be made available. 
Our hope is that this is not in the too dis- 
tant future, at which time we expect to take 
up again, our breeding operations. 


“In spite of the handicaps, we have been 
able to continue with a nucleus of the herd 
and have still a number of young cows and 
heifers on the Ranch, besides some butcher 
cattle, so that it will not be too difficult 
for us to resume when the time comes. 


“In the last year, there have been a num- 
ber of bulls imported by local breeders. The 
Maui Agricultural Company, Hawaiian 
Pineapple Company, and the Waianae Sugar 
Company each brought in about half a dozen

. . . Are doing to Better the Blacks 


Cornell’s Aberdeen-Angus Herd provides Stimulus 
to Better Beef Production in the Northeastern States 


By JAMES S. KNAPP 


New York State College of Agricul- 

ture, has maintained an Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding herd for nearly fifteen years, 
during which it has served an important 
role in the teaching of students, in research, 
and in the instruction of farmers and beef 
breeders of the state. 

Since its founding in 1931, the Cornell 
herd has had a prominent position among 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
state, during which growth of the breed has 
been steady and progressive. In this period, 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus breeding herds 
have increased in New York from a few 
herds to the several hundreds of the pres- 
ent, and a surprisingly high number have 
achieved national prominence. 


Probably the best way to tell of the black 
herd “Far Above Cayuga’s Waters,” how it 
developed, and the contributions that have 
been made to the beef industry, is to start 
at the beginning. Establishment of the 
Aberdeen-Angus herd was due largely to 
the efforts of Prof. F. B. Morrison, head of 
the Animal Husbandry Department, work- 
ing with the active support of prominent 
live stock breeders of the Empire State. 
Through their efforts, the state granted 
special appropriations to the College of 
Agriculture for expanding appreciably all 
phases of live stock work. 

Part of the funds was used in 1930 for 
building a good beef cattle barn with ad- 
joining sheds to house an Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding herd, a Hereford breeding herd, 
and experimental cattle. The foundation 
Aberdeen-Angus herd was purchased in 
1931. 

The late Prof. Robert B. Hinman had 
charge of the beef cattle division from that 
time until his death in 1948. Since then, 
Prof. John I. Miller, a graduate of Kansas 
State College who took his graduate work at 
Cornell, has carried on. 

Professor Hinman’s selection of the foun- 
dation cattle for the Aberdeen-Angus herd 
was made with great care and skill. All of 
the original foundation females for the Cor- 
nell herd, with but one exception, were 
selected from the herd at Briarcliff Farms, 
Pine Plains, New York. The selected cattle 
came from the outstanding herd established 
there in 1924 by Oakleigh Thorne, and aiding 
greatly in the selection for Cornell was W. 
Alan McGregor, then manager at Briarcliff. 

Nineteen heifers were included in this 
purchase, and nearly all of them were bred 
to Briarcliff Elban, a bull that stood first in 
his class at the 1925 International, and was 
junior champion at the same show in 1926. 
He was sired by the noted breeding bull 
Revelerica, a son of Blackcap Revolution. 
The heifers were out of good brood cows in 
the Briarcliff herd, mostly of Glencarnock 
breeding and sired by excellent bulls. Three 
of the heifers were daughters of Envidon 
of Glencarnock, who was by Faultless Pass, 
and four were sired by Revelerica. These 
heifers consisted of three Blackbirds; seven 
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Ericas; two Queen Mothers; two McHenry 
Barbaras; two Miss Burgesses; two Prides 
and one Beauty. The other heifer, making a 
total of twenty, came from the herd of Clay- 
ton Taylor, of Lawtons, New York, one of 
the oldest established kerds in the state. 


While the present excellence of the Cor- 
nell Aberdeen-Angus herd is without ques- 
tion due largely to these foundation females, 
due credit must also be given to the succes- 
sion of good bulls used in the herd. Two 
bulls in particular have had a noted influ- 
ence. These are Briarcliff Barbarian 7th 
purchased from Briarcliff Farms and Black- 
capper 2d of Globe Hill, purchased from 
Fuerst Stock Farm, Pine Plains, New York. 


The present group of brood cows in the 
herd are almost entirely of Cornell breeding, 
but does include a few purchased additions. 
Size of the herd has been maintained at 
twenty brood cows, and including young 
stock it usually numbers from forty to fifty 
head. It may be of interest to note the 
present distribution as to families. There 
are six Ericas; seven McHenry Barbaras; 
four Queen Mothers; and one each of the 
Blackbird, Pride, and Blackcap families. 

The young stock in the herd are sired by 
Eileenmere 412th, a son of Eileenmere 260th, 
that was used in the herd for the past sev- 
eral years. Two young bulls are being used 
this year. One is Good Hope General, a son 
of Good Hope General’s Pride that was pur- 
chased from Good Hope Farms, Old Chat- 
ham, New York. The other is Burgess of 
Rufflands 2d, a son of Antelope Grenadier 
G. R. 2d, purchased from Rufflands Farm, 
Red Hook, New York. 


The Aberdeen-Angus herd has been main- 
tained under practical conditions of feeding 
and management. The brood cows have 
been used in the instruction of both students 
and farmers in judging, feeding, manage- 
ment, and breeding. They have also been 
used for research. One project now in 
progress is to compare the relative value of 
mixed timothy and legume hay with corn 
silage for wintering mature dry beef cows, 
and also to determine the requirements of 
the various nutrients in wintering rations. 
For many years the herd has been used to 
measure the productivity of pastures that 
have been improved by various methods. 

Considerable attention has naturally been 
given at all times to the breeding program, 
and only recently was a new system estab- 
lished to measure the breeding efficiency 
of the herd. This system is based on a type 
classification of the entire herd each year 
a'ong with careful and detailed records on 
the calves produced. It is hoped that this 
program will help to identify the best-pro- 
ducing families or strains in the herd and to 
measure herd improvement more accurately. 

The female calves produced each year are 
carefully developed and used for instruction 
of students. Then after the heifers have been 
selected for herd replacements, the remain- 
der are sold either in consignment sales or 
privately. Most of the male calves are 


castrated. The steers are fatte 
for class-room purposes. Later oe 
slaughtered by students in the Meats Lab. 
oratory in the Department of Animal Hus. 
bandry. Frequently the steers are a part of 
some research project during fattening or 
are exhibited at live stock shows, The tw. 
or three bulls developed each year are hag 
chased as herd sires by good pure bred 
saa sig in the state. 

rior to the war Cornell exhibj : 
deen-Angus cattle each year at ‘te 
York State Fair, Syracuse, and at the East- 
ern States Exposition, Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts. Smail groups of both breeding 
cattle and fat steers were shown. This lim. 
ited showing was considered an important 
part of the work as it helped to establish 
the quality of the beef cattle in the minds of 
students, farmers, and members of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department, as well as to 
give Cornell an opportunity to share a com- 
mon activity with other breeders, which 
they appreciated. Showing of the Cornell 
beef animals will be resumed when the 
shows again operate. 

Cattle have been consigned to the State 
Aberdeen-Angus Association sales for much 
the same reasons. The Animal Husbandry 
staff has actively supported the association 
sales at all times as an important. means of 
aiding local breeders. These sales have also 
given the opportunity to dispose of surplus 
breeding cattle in open competition with 
privately owned stock and at prices esta- 
blished entirely by the purchasers. 

The Animal Husbandry Department as 
well as the state breeders have taken pride 
in the excellent records made by the Cor- 
nell Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the live stock 
shows and consignment sales. A relatively 
high number of champions and top-selling 
cattle have been produced during the herd’s 
existence, 

Much credit for these records should be 
given to the herdsmen who fitted the cattle, 
These herdsmen, in order of their period of 
service, have been George Taylor, Harold P. 
Hamilton and William J. Slaight, the

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Confessions of a Ring Worm 


As Told To ANGUS MacABERDEEN 


OW you'd think that a Breeder, out to 
N buy for himself a handsome, pedigreed 

Aberdeen-Angus bull would want the 
whole world to know about it, wouldn’t you? 
(It’s found out later, anyway.) Perish the 
thought, Brother, and listen to the sad 
drooling of one who undergoes an awful 
squeegeeing at sales all over the American 
landscape. 

Nope, it isn’t strategy, or something, to 
let the other guy know just what is in your 
mind. Fact is, some of these gentlemen de- 
vise codes for their operations which would 
outdo the Japanese Secret (no more) Ser- 
vice. And each code is different. And 
they forget them. And so do I. 

Take, for instance, that Breeder in the 
East who took me aside, just before a sale 
and said: “Now if I tug on my moustache, 
you go the limit. BUY THAT BULL IF 
IT TAKES A MILLION DOLLARS.” How 
was I to know that a bee stung him on the 
lip? Anyhow, he got a pretty good bull 
out of the excitement and it didn’t cost him 
a million—or not quite. 

Then, there’s the Gentleman from the 
Deep South. He’s got a code that you can 
put confidence in—his cigar. Of course, 
cigar bidders (described hereinafter) are 
quite common but they, too, become excited 
and do some unorthodox things. Well do I 
remember a bidder who got so het up that 
he SWALLOWED his cheroot. Naturally, 
when the cigar disappeared and he made a 
hasty exit, I figured he was through. But 
after he recovered and found out that he 
had lost the animal he had another connip- 
tion fit. What he called me was downright 
sinful. The Gentleman from the Deep 
South leaves no doubt as to his intentions. 
As long as that panatella keeps rolling 
around in his mouth, I keep on hiking the 
ante. When he’s through—snap!—he bites 
right through that cigar. The bid taker who 
let’s out one cheep after that is likely to go 
home with the nucleus of a new herd. 

Yep, ours is a hectic existence. No sym- 
pathy. Now take the auctioneer—God 
knows what you’d do with him. All he does 
is to sit up on that throne; watch two or 
three ring men and then go into his double 
double-talk. We have to watch a hundred 
people and never miss a trick. Is it any 
wonder we go home after a sale and take 
treatments for strabismus? (Vulgarly 
known as cockeyedness. ) . 

From the lofty heights of our profound 
knowledge of this rack—I mean, _busi- 
ness, we just adore handing out advice to 
queruious persons who would become con- 
ventional bidders at sales. You must study 
—hard. It not only is a science but a gift. 
To equip yourself for the job you must 
first: 

a—play poker for twenty years in an all- 
Chinese game. 

b—Study dramatics for ten years in the 
school of Ned Sparks. 

c—learn to sit down on a tack and never 
bat an eye. 

Frankly, there are as many bidding sys- 
tems worked out before sales as’ Knute 
Rockne had for his football teams. Cul- 
bertson and his one system stuff—phooey. 
A mere handful of these systems is enumer- 
ated below. Many of them are okay. Oth- 
ers didn’t stand the acid test when cattle 
go through at one-a-minute. Too much 
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danger of picking up kennel show prospects. 
Where do you rate? 


CIGARETTE SYSTEM. Usually arrang- 
ed so that when bidder is smoking a ciga- 
rette and waves with it, takes it out of 
mouth, ditto in mouth, the bid is to be 
taken on current animal in the ring. Chief 
drawback to this system is that it is usually 
employed by chain smokers. They start 
talking to their neighbors, wave their light- 
ed cigarette around and go home with a 
flock of new cattle they didn’t expect to 
buy. Or the ring man forgets whether the 
thing was to be pointec up, down or around. 
Then HE goes home and hits the asperin. 
For a time there was surcease from this af- 
fliction—no cigarettes. Now a new epi- 
demic is breaking out again. 


CIGAR SYSTEM. All in all, this system 
is a pip although used only by inveterate 
cigar addicts. Many bidders “dry” smoke 
their cheroots. This raises hob at times.

Particularly when the signal to bid in is 
when the cigar is lighted and to stick to it 
as long as the thing smokes. Cigars go 
out when guys forget to maintain suction 
thereon. Both CHEWERS and ROLLERS, 
however, are genuine dillys. Here are a 
couple of systems you can get your teeth 
into. Only fault is, the ring man has to be 
utterly certain that his telepathy is work- 
ing and that the bidder is not rolling or 
chewing absent-mindedly, but this is a 
cinch. 


FAR-AWAY LOOK SYSTEM. This set 
of signals causes what psychiatrists refer 
to as dementia praecox. Nuts to you. In 
employing this cute strategy the bidder 
rolls his catalog around meanwhile gazing 
rapturously at the flies on the ceiling. 
(Before DDT). Tending bidders thus are 
thrown clear off the track as to his inten- 
tions. So is the bid taker. In this sys- 
tem the bidder gives the ring man a list of 
numbers of the animals he wishes to buy. 
This list nearly always is written in the 
catalog somwhere adjacent to the numbers 
of other secret bidders. Whenever you 


see the ring man pawing madly 

his catalog, meanwhile making aoa 
whup, whup,” to the auctioneer two =

THUMB WAGGIN and PENCI J 
ING SYSTEMS. Two oe prs 
kosher systems that operate with ‘great of, 
ficiency so long as the bidder ig in plain 
sight of the ring man or auctioneer It 
merely consists of holding the thumb or 
pencil upright or by pointing it upright or 
backwards toward the holder. Of course 
the other bidders can see all this, too - 
the system user might just as well nod 
right out in open in the first place. 

NOSE PULLING SYSTEM. This is an- 
other admirable system with one drawback 
If the ring is dusty and he starts to sneeze 
he is prone to acquire merchandise which 
can’t possibly go on his shelves, Otherwise 
it’s a corker for getting cattle purchased 
and, if many animals are on his list, send 
him home with a Volstead schnozola.’ 

LEG-CROSSING SYSTEM. Works well 
in the front row. Not so tropical when the 
sale drags and the bidder, while seeking a 
more comfortable position, unintentionally 
shoots the signal. Quite similar, in effect 
to the HAND-ON-CHIN and ARMS-AKIM. 
BO systems. 


SHOUTING SYSTEM. Shouters are well 
meaning souls who make the first bid of 
two hundred on an animal that is certain 
to sell at better than a thousand. Usually 
this customer is well hidden in the back 
rows so that the current tariff on the ani- 
mal has passed the five bill post before the 
opening bidder has been identified. This in- 
dividual rarely takes home anything but 
fond memories but it’s sorta nice kinda 
having him around at the kickoff, 

ONE-TIMER SYSTEM. This lad holds 
back during the sale trying to get in the 
last five cent bid. Makes one bid only and 
bids so seldom it is almost impossible to 
keep an eye on him throughout the sale. 
(Common cause of strabismus.) This type 
when crossed with a SHOUTER really 
makes an excellent combination, guarantee- 
ing to increase the total average of an of- 
fering. 

HEAD-NODDER, CATALOG HOLDER- 
UPPER SYSTEMS. Aaaah. Now we have 
National League stuff, either of which is 
certain to put the game in the bag. A 
note of warning, however, when employing 
this system. If the dead nodder has his 
eyes closed it must be assumed that he is 
asleep, otherwise some exhausted citizen 
might need the services of a trucker—or a 
ring man will graduate into a full time 
breeder. This is not good. Ring men 
should not buy Aberdeen-Angus cattle. On 
their incomes they can barely afford enough 
lawn to pasture their own offspring. 

ROVING SYSTEM. The user of this 
code never stays put. He bids to one ring 
man for a while and then goes looking fora 
sandwich. Upon returning to the arena he 
establishes headquarters on another side of 
the ring. Usually he is a local buyer, wel 
known to the boys of that city and the auc- 
tioneer. Unfortunately, when an animal !s 
introduced which the ring man thinks might

Today's Sulject: Nhen and How to Cull Bull Calves 


By DALE FLETCHER 

Manager Bethel Farms, Pine Plains, N,. ¥, 
ROBABLY one of the most important 
P jobs in running an Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding establishment is the culling of 
the bull crop. Good bulls are the real basis 
of a herd and of breed improvement, and 
aturally we should exercise great care and 
thought on the bulls we keep and develop to 
offer to our fellow breeders for herd sires. 
This is especially true in the case of the new 
breeder who depends so much on our good 
judgment in the selection of his herd sire. 
Naturally the man who has been in the 
business over a period of years knows his 
cow herd and what they can do, and would 
therefore have the advantage over the 

breeder who is new in the business. _ 

The “culling” of the good from the infer- 
ior type starts almost as soon as the calf is 
dropped. It is a case of observation and 
study day by day and I believe the selecting 
of the top youngsters of the bull calf crop 
is a tough job at best. To start with, the 
calf should have a good masculine head as 
this is one part of an animal that cannot be 
improved upon with a feed pail. He must 
have good top and bottom lines, good bal- 
ance and in other words, he must appeal to 
you generally. I would not criticize a likely 
calf for being up a bit off the ground if he 
has depth and thickness as usually by the 
time he becomes a yearling he will be short 
enough in the leg. 

There is a surprising difference in the 
way calves develop, and we have all had the 
unhappy experience of seeing the perfect 
type model at from two to four months, do 
nothing in the way of improvement and by 
the time he is six months old is a very dis- 
appointing prospect; on the other hand some 
of the calves that were not so impressive 
to begin with, had made daily improvement 
and were much the best prospects. I per- 
sonally would much prefer the kind of calf 
that keeps improving rather than the per- 
fect model that. does not show over a period 
of months that he is developing into a good 
young bull. By this I mean I would pick 
the bull with faults that are likely to im- 
prove as he grows along, such as a little 
roughness at the tail head, a bit off the 
ground, etc. We must keep in mind the 
fundamentals of beef cattle production when 
we look them over and pick them for their 
growth and fleshing qualities. 

We must also never overlook the fact 
that behind these good young bulls there 
must be good breeding in the sire and dam, 
not meaning necessarily that the dam must 

a show cow, but one of good type and 
that in her pedigree back of her she has the 
good blood lines of the breed. 

I would say that after watching these 
calves, and talking to yourself about. them 
for four months, you are about ready to 
make the first cut. There may be one or 
two that have started to come along just in 
the past month or so and perhaps you will 
let them hang around until you make your 
final culling at about six months of age, 
when You will finish the job. If you have 
established your herd on good cattle you 
will have some likely looking prospects, and

COULD answer this question in a dozen 
words, namely “the sooner the better and 
with a 30-30 or a good sharp knife” but 
now that the paper shortage has ended that 
is not what you want. 

In all seriousness—I interpret your ques- 
tion of “When and How” to mean “When 
and how deeply should one cull in ones own 
herd”. This I think, depends largely on just 
where one is geographically situated with 
ones farm or ranch and also upon the local 
demand for mediocre bulls versus steers. 

We are all agreed that there should be 
much more culling of bulls than there has

been in the past and that if it is not prac- 
ticed voluntarily, then it will be forced upon 
us economically whether we like it or not. 
This does not apply only to the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed but to all others as well. 

The problem of the Eastern breeder as 
I see it—is that he is going to be forced to 
produce a large percentage of his bull crop 
as top bulls. That is—bulls that are of herd 
sire caliber and that can be sold at premium 
prices. He can afford to raise and fit a 
few steers that are attractive enough to 
bring top beef prices. His inferior bull 
trade must of necessity be limited to the 
local demand of his farmer neighbors for 
use on dairy cattle. Therefore it is going 
to be more imperative for the breeder in 
this section to cull more deeply and wisely, 
than perhaps the breeders from other sec- 
tions. More particularly as his costs per 
animal unit are probably higher and also 
when we settle down to the tough post war 
period there will not be the demand that 
there has been for high price foundation 
stock. Unfortunately, in this section, it

HE culling of bull calves is one of the 

i most, if not the most important factor 
in the cattle business. Our calves here 

at San Jeronimo start coming about the 
first of November and by the end of Febru- 
ary they are practically all born. ; 

These calves are left on the range until 
about May 1st at which time they are 
brought in and vaccinated, tagged, and the 
bulls separated from the heifers. At this 
time we take out our first cut of bulls. By 
this time the more desirable type of bulls 
can be selected through what we call our 
three point culling system. 

1—The bull calf should have a good - 
constitution which assures you of good 
reproduction and is the main factor of 

a successful herd. 

2—Thick natural fleshing is of im- 
portance because a calf of that type 
shows up readily and he immediately 
interests one. If the calf has natural 
fleshing he therefore should have good 
muscular development. 

3—Early maturity is of equal im- 
portance because it is of big interest. to 
both breeder and feeder. Early ma- 
turity means that your bull can be put 
into heavier service quicker and also 
that his calves will mature quicker as 
breeding stock, and in the feed lot. 

The calf should have the same good 
points as one would find in a champion 
steer. He should be wide, deep, straight 
lined, compact, and low set. We of course 
do not look for the refinement in a bull 
that we expect to find in a steer. The bull 
should be masculine and rugged, not of 
course to the point where he would be call- 
ed coarse. 

The dam and sire should both be of the 
best type. Here at. San Jeronimo culling is 
a two day operation. The calves are sepa- 
rated from their mothers over night, mak- 
ing them hungry. In the morning the pros- 
pective calves are turned out in pairs or 
threes and their mothers given a “going 
over”. Should the cow be of a type that 
we would not want as the dam of a herd 
sire, the cow and calf are put into our 
steer pen for what we might call “further 
operation”. 

We have a calf crop of about 125 head 
of bulls. After our first cut we have left 
between fifty and seventy-five head which 
are turned back into the hills to be with 
their mothers until weaning time. It is in- 
deed surprising how these hills can build 
a straighter and stronger set of legs; and 
help the calves get. used to the range they 
may some day roam as herd sires. 

The bulls are kept away from the heifers 
which eliminates the trouble of having our 
heifers bred when only eight or nine months 
old, as we have had happen on different oc- 
casions. This also stops the young bulls 
from running off so much baby fat. These 
bulls are not fed any grain until they are 
weaned. 

These calves have now been out roaming 
these hills for about. nine months, building

The Facts about Feed and Live Stock 


Prepared by The Agricultural Extension Service, Iowa State College. 


about six percent smaller than in re- 

cent years. Mid-August crop condi- 
tions indicated that total feed grain produc- 
tion will be under a year ago. Corn re- 
serves are somewhat larger, but imported 
feeds may be less. 


Live stock numbers remain large, al- 
though fewer than in 1944. Beef and dairy 
cow numbers are a bit larger than a year 
ago. Total cattle are slightly down be- 
cause of a heavy sale of calves last year. 


Storage stocks of all kinds of meats and 
lard are at record low levels. Stocks of 
butter are low and production is lagging. 
Supplies of eggs in storage are consider- 
ably lower than a year ago. 

Food needs remain high. Prices of most 
farm products will remain at high levels 
during the next ten months. 

More normal seasonal price trends may 
prevail in 1946, however, than was the case 
this year. For example, egg prices may de- 
cline seasonally during the flush produc- 
tion period next spring and early summer. 

If a soft corn crop causes heavy market- 
ing of hogs this fall, prices might fall 
temporarily. Similarly, if heavy cattle 
sales occur and cattle bunch up on the mar- 
kets this fall, thin cattle might suffer, since 
no support price is offered. A soft corn 
crop might also cause bunched marketings 
and price trouble in late winter. More uni- 
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U NITED STATES feed supplies will be 


form marketing would help even out the 


prices. 

OUTLOOK for farm prices until next 
fall is a good one for the farmer. Supplies 
of meat, poultry and dairy products will be 
more abundant than they have been, but 
probably will not be adequate to satisfy all 
demands for several months. 

Prices of most farm products will con- 
tinue at high levels. But seasonal price 
changes may be more nearly normal in 1946 
than was the case this year. That is, prices 
probably will drop from their present high 
levels at those times in the year when mar- 
ketings are at their peak. 

Demand for most farm products will re- 
main at high levels during the remainder of 
1945 and at least the first half of 1946. 
Compared with 1944, total food supplies are 
at low levels. 

There will be a marked increase in un- 
employment as industry shifts from produc- 
tion of war materials to peacetime goods. 
Nevertheless, unemployment seems unlikely 
to be high enough to sharply reduce prices 
of most farm products. Failure of industry 
to reconvert promptly may cause temporary 
price weakening. 

On top of this high level of current in- 
come, people have “salted” away a record 
amount of money in the form of bank de- 
posits, cash and war bonds. All this will 
keep demand high. 

Even though the war with Japan has end- 


ed, our government will continue to pur- 
chase relatively large quantities of meat, 
dairy and poultry products. The armed 
forces cannot be demobolized at once. 
Whatever the demobolization rate of our 
armed forces during the next twelve months 
the needs of the armed forces will stay 
large. 

The relief needs of the ravished and 
hungry people of war-torn countries will be 
greatest during the next twelve months. To 
fulfill our part in winning the peace, we 
will need to supply large quantities of Corn 
Belt farm products as well as wheat to 
those people. 

Food production in Europe in 1946 is ex- 
pected to be the lowest since war began. 
The food problem is most serious in cities 
and towns. Most of thesescities and towns 
are in the areas under control of the Am- 
erican and British armies. More than fifty- 
seven million people—many of them chil- 
dren—live in these cities. And they are 
looking to us for food. . 

The food import needs of Europe during 
the next ten or twelve months will be large. 
In addition, relief needs in the Pacific area 
may mount. And no nation has a surplus 
of meat, dairy and poultry products. | 

Nationally, grain for live stock feeding 
will be in shorter supply than a year ago. 
Based on the August Ist crop estimates, the 
supply of four feed grains—corn, oats, bar-

Corn which contains 
sat to thirty percent moisture can be 
ad without serious loss if certain pre- 
wgutions are taken. Corn containing more 
than _ thirty percent moisture cannot be 
tored without spoilage in ordinary cribs 
except in cold weather. 
Pick at least twenty representative ears 
of corn from different spots in the field be- 
fore cribbing starts. To get the moisture 
content, shell two rows of kernels from each 
war, Be sure to save all the shelled kernels 
from the two rows. Seal them immediately 
in a pint fruit jar which should be full or 
nearly full of the sample kernels. It’s best 
to take at least two separate samples from 
the field. Most AAA offices and elevators 
have moisture testing equipment. 

Delay harvest. Corn will dry much fast- 
er in the field than in the crib. Delay the 
harvest of late-maturing corn as much as 
poss‘ble. Corn with high moisture content 
(25 to 30 percent) can be stored during 
cold weather with a small damage from 
mold growth if picked late in the fall. Feed 
corn of such high moisture content to live 
stock before spring. It must be taken out 
of storage soon after warm weather starts. 

It may also be artificially dried, or sheli- 
ed and put into a silo for summer feeding. 
Immature ear corn or high-moisture ear 
com will make good silage if run through 
an ensilage cutter or roughage mill and put 
into a silo. Water must be added to brinz 
the moisture content to fifty to fifty-five 
percent, and it should be stored in silos 
small enough to permit daily feeding of 
two to three inches. 

Divide the field. Harvest the high ground 
and driest corn first. Pick corn only when 
husks and silks are dry and free from frost, 
snow or rain. 

Equip the picker with a fan to blow out 
the loose husks and silks. Corn with a 
moisture content from twenty to twenty- 
five percent and free of husks and silks, 
dirt and shelled corn can be stored fairly 
satisfactorily during winter if harvest is de- 
layed until cold weather, 

Sort the corn as it goes into or up the 

elevator, and take out the green or soft 
ears, 
Equip the elevator with an effective 
screen to remove shelled corn and dirt. If 
this cannot be done the elevator spouting 
can be made into a screen by cutting out a 
section of the bottom and welding in rods. 

Tests made at the Iowa Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station during the winter of 1943 
indicate that three times as much air wiil 
move through a crib in which the husks, 
silks, shelled corn and dirt have been re- 
moved as one in which the corn is stored as 
B wemelty comes from a mechanical pick- 

Even if the corn is clean, move the eleva- 
‘or spout frequently. There will be some 
she'ling as the corn drops into the crib. 

Pile the corn not more than two or three 
feet deep in the crib during the first part 
of the harvest season. 

The crib should permit free circulation of 
alr through stored corn. 
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The crib should be no wider than the 
width recommended for the area where the 
corn is located. 

A floor and good drainage are necessary 
to protect the corn from ground moisture. 
A tight roof is also essential. 

The crib should not be sheltered from the 
wind. It is wind pressure that causes air 
movement through the crib. 


EFFECTS OF WEATHER 


Most of the drying occurs during the 
warm weather of October and November 
and early spring months of the year, not 
during the winter months. Corn picked 
during the normal husking season carries 
sufficient moisture that it will spoil during 
the early spring and summer months unless 
it is stored in a crib that permits the great- 
est possible free air movement. 


seach possible air circulation about the 
crib. 

Corn which carried excessive moisture in 
the spring of 1945 dried out much more 
rapidly after it was recribbed. Observe 
stored corn closely in the late winter to 
make sure it is recribbed before it gets out 
of condition. Farmers who are feeding 
corn might plan to empty their cribs in 
such a way that they can recrib with the 
least labor possible. 

Farmers are familiar with the methods 
that hybrid corn producers use in drying 
seed. While it is not practical for the av- 
erage farmer to build a corn drying plant, 
it might be possible for a number of farm- 
ers to secure equipment and improvise a 
temporary drying plant. Arrangements 
might also be made with hybrid corn pro- 
ducers or commercial concerns to use their 
drying equipment. No large quantity of 


Ventilator 1 is the most effective. It runs through 


the center of the crib the full height of the corn and 
half of the siding boards at the end walls are cut 
out so that wind can blow through the ventilator 
from end to end. The objections are: (1) A large 
amount of lumber is required to build it; (2) crib 
cross ties interfere with the installation; (3) if built 
in sections between cross ties the sections are heavy 
and awkward to handle; (4) in emptying the crib 
a central shelling trench cannot be used; both sides 
of the crib must be opened. 


The narrower the crib the better the cir- 
culation of air through the corn, provided 
that open side walls are used. The air 
movement per bushel of corn in a 10-foot 
crib is only about seventy percent of that 
in an 8-foot crib. 

Crib width should not be over six or seven 
feet in the northeastern part of the state 
and not more than nine feet in the extreme 
southwestern portion. And even with 
cribs of these widths, ventilators should be 
installed to reduce the effective width of 
the crib whenever moisture content of the 
corn is high. 

Best. types of ventilators are illustrated 
on this page. In some cases vertical shaft- 
type ventilators did not prove very satis- 
factory during the 1944 corn storage season. 

Temporary cribs should be built on high 
ground away from buildings to permit the 


Ventilator 2—The A-frame ventilator also should run 
through the center of the crib from end to end with 
half of the end wall siding boards cut out to allow 
wind to biow through. Filling above the top of the 
ventilator should be delayed until the latter part of 
the harvest season when the corn will be drier and 
the temperature lower. This ventilator sets below 
and clear of the cross ti:s in the crib and can be 
built in short sections which are not difficult to 
handle. It causes some "ia in empting the 
crib. 


corn can be handled, however, with the dry- 
ing facilities available. 

Upright temporary silos can be made of 
slat cribbing or of baled hay or straw. 
Trench silos are more permanent. Pit silos 
are also used in western Iowa. 

The best time to cut the corn is when the 
grain is dented. 

An upright temporary silo twelve feet in 
diameter will hold about two tons to each 
foot of depth; a fourteen foot silo, three 
tons. Corn with normal ears will usually 
yield about one ton of silage for each six 
bushels of corn. 

A cow usually will eat three to four tons 
during the winter if fed an average ration 
that includes hay. Yearling steers may eat 
forty to fifty pounds daily .of silage alone—

Her name is Pride 
of Rosemere 128th 408898, calved February 
9, 1927, bred by Congdon & Battles. Her 
sire is Epponian of Rosemere and she is 
out of Pride of Rosemere 74th. She is of 
the Mulben Pride family. 

“T purchased this cow when she was nine 
years old from Strathmore Farm in 1936. 
Since then she has produced for us nine 
calves, six heifers and three bulls. That 
seems to me quite a record in itself when 
you buy a cow at that age and she can pro- 
duce a calf each year, and such good ones, 
too. For example Lonjac Farms, of Lee’s 
Summit, Missouri, purchased one of her 
daughters in 1939. Another daughter was 
purchased by Good Hope Farms in 1941 
and this heifer was the top selling Ameri- 
can bred female in the Northwest Breeders’ 
Sale, Fargo, North Dakota, that year. Re- 
cently at the Hanna-McGregor-Goldberg 
Sale held June 9, 1945, another daughter 
was purchased as the foundation animal by 
Luce Angus Ranch to go out to Merced, 
California.

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Hints on Cattle Trucking .. 


By DAVE CANNING, Manager, Clark Ranch, Warrenton, Virginia.

os efter buyers come from a distance 
ind purchase only a part of a load, when 
this occurs, We always fill the truck with 
attle we have for sale and 
ye have never yet failed to + 
dispose of the extra cattle to | 
friends of our customer. 

Delivering the cattle our- 
glves in a good. truck has 
jelped us a lot in satisfying 
our customers. Too often a 
commercial trucker just pick- 
a up on the spur of the 
moment, does not have ade- 
quate equipment and is not 
careful enough. 

The lower your truck is, 
the better. We use a drop- 
frame trailer such as furni- 
ture movers use. The cattle 
are easily loaded and unload- 
ad from an underslung outfit 


like this. On long trips we 
uload the cattle every 
twelve hours. We carry a 


portable chute with us. 

It is important to be able 
to completely control ventila- 
tion. The sides of the trailer 
should be solid up about three 
and one-half feet and slatted 
up to about six feet. A re- 
movable canvas top is best so 
that when you are loaded with large cattle, 
they can have plenty of air. 

A stout gate and a heavy ring, preferably 
in the front of the truck is necessary when 
hauling a large bull. A sling made of can- 
vas straps, something like a fish net, along 
the sides of the truck to hold hay will keep 
the cattle more contented. A few lights in 
the truck will help to check the load when 
hauling at night. 

Gates in the truck for dividing the 
load is very helpful. Calves and year- 
lings should never be loaded with older 
cattle unless they are separated. 


A good many times I have seen well con- 
structed trucks doing a poor job of hauling 
because they didn’t take time to bed the cat- 
tle properly. You should put down at least 
three inches of moist sand and eighteen 
inches of straw on top of the sand. This 
will keep the cattle from slipping and will 
keep them much cleaner for a long haul.

ley and grain sorghums—is four percent

‘top is much better, and this helps to offset 
the expected smaller corn supply. The ex- 
oo carry-over of old grain is nearly 
If again as large as last year. 

The amount. of wheat that will be avail- 
le for feed is uncertain. . 

Corn production is down considerably, 
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but oats are up. The carry-over of old feed 
grain into the new feeding year in Iowa is 
estimated to be practically the same as last 
fall. (By the time you receive this, the 
final outcome of the corn crop will be much 
more definite than at this writing and the 
picture may be changed.) 

The situation in other midwest states 
varies a good deal. Last year, the eastern 
Corn Belt suffered from drouth, and the 
corn crop was only fair. This year crops

in that area look better although they too 
are behind schedule. 

Last year, the states immediately to the 
west, especially Nebraska, had large feed 
crops. This year the prospects are not so 
good. However, with a large carry-over of 
old crop, the feed supply in that section 
should be as good as in the fall of 1943 
and much above the prewar average. 

The hay crop is above average all over 
the state. We should have all the rough- 
age we need for the full-scale live stock 
feeding program this winter. 

On the basis of summer prospects, the 
supply of vegetable protein feeds will be as 
good as during the past year. In the mid- 
west, much depends on the outcome of the 
soybean crop. Linseed meal should be con- 
siderably more plentiful than a year ago, 
but cottonseed meal less. Large supplies of 
wheat mill feeds should be available if com- 
mercial milling goes ahead on schedule. 

Animal protein supplies will be deter- 
mined largely by live stock slaughter, Pres- 
ent prospects are that total supplies will be 
about the same as this year. 

The outlook is for steady feed prices at 
near-ceiling levels. If the crop comes 
through as well as August estimates in- 
dicate and the quality is reasonably good, 
any important price changes seem unlikely. 
Under these conditions, feed and live stock 
would be near enough in balance to cause 
no great pressure on prices in either direc- 
tion. 

An unusual improvement in corn pros- 


pects could cause some weakening in prices, 
but larger supplies are likely to be offset by 
heavier feeding. ‘ 

A really short or soft corn crop over a 
wide area would bring a real problem. With 
such a short feed supply, it is possible that 
the government may try to equalize distri- 
bution by raising the corn ceilings. Even 
then low-quality corn might readily sell at 
a large discount early in the season and in 
surplus areas, while grain of better quality 


would be difficult to hold at ceiling levels. 
FEED DEMAND 


Since reserves of feed are at a low point, 
the live stock program of the individual 
farmer and of the nation must be geared 
closely to the feed supply. In the fall of 
1943, we had more than thirty million tons 
of feed wheat, rye and old crop feed grains 
in reserve. This year this is down to about 
twenty-one million tons even if we include 
150 million bushels of wheat. In prewar 
years, about 130 million bushels of wheat 
were fed each year. After the big 1943 
pig crop, we fed 437 million bushels. Today 
wheat is needed for relief food more than it 
was two years ago. 

With a national corn crop of 2.7 billion 
bushels it would take 275 million bushels 
of feed wheat to keep our live stock produc- 
tion at practically the same level as this 
year. We might change our live stock 
feeding program. That is, we could in- 
crease cattle feeding; reducing the average 
weight of hogs sold. Or we might use 
more silage and fodder in feeding cattle, in- 
creasing the number fed without use of 
more corn as grain. There are other pos- 
sible adjustments. 

Cattle numbers are still high despite 
slaughter of almost thirty-four million cat- 
tle and calves in 1944 compared with twen- 
ty-eight million in 1943. The cut for the 
country as a whole on January 1, 1945, was 
only around 700,000 head or less than one 
percent. 

The entire reduction was made in dairy

The Proof 
of the Pudding 


In the all-important factor of dress- 
ing percentage and carcass quality, the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed holds undisput- 
ed first place in beef production. In 40 
years of inter-breed carcass contest 
competition at the International Live- 
stock Exposition Angus steers have 
been awarded the grand championship 
38 times and a crossbred Angus was 
grand champion another time. Not 
since the first year, 1900, has another 
breed taken a purple in this world- 
famous carcass show. 

Now comes some more beef-produc- 
ing laurels for the breed. Dressing per- 
centage figures on 48 of the 64 steers 
competing in the recent “feedlot world 
series” contest at Monticello, Iowa, 
shows that four steers dressed out bet- 
ter than 71 per cent. All of them were 
Angus. Six of the 19 Angus on which 
slaughter figures are available killed 
out better than 70 per cent. Of the 29 
steers of other breeds, only 2 managed 
to reach the 70 per cent figure. 

Top steer of the contest from a dress- 
ing standpoint was an Iowa-bred Black 
shown by Ed Helgens, Monticello, Iowa. 
This steer dressed 71.80. A close second 
was another Angus, fed by the well 
known International carlot showman, 
John F. Mommsen of Miles, Iowa. 
Dressing percentage on this steer was 
71.50. The other Angus steers dress- 
ing over the 71 per cent mark were fed 
by Herman Folkers, Anamosa, Iowa, 
71.26% and by Henry Tobiason, Monti- 
cello, Iowa, 71.10%. 

The Monticello show provided a strik- 
ing victory for the breed, both in the 
high dressing percentage of the Blacks, 
but also in the number of Angus steers 
in the top ten. From first to seventh 
place, the packer-judges selected An- 
gus, slipped a whiteface in eighth, then 
another Angus, and then a whiteface. 
The steers shown were the top produc- 
tion of top cattle feeders of three 
states, the best steers held out of 
market-topping Chicago carlots.

Up to September 11, 100 junior live stock 
shows have reported their steer winnings to 
the Association office. In these shows Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steers have won 66_inter- 
breed championships, Herefords 23 and 
Shorthorns 11. In percentage, of course, 
it figures out 66 per cent Black and 34 per 
cent for the other two breeds. 

Of the shows on which reports have been 
received, 72 have given complete figures 
on the number of calves shown. Of the 
total of 3,617 head there have been 1,254 
Angus; 1,825 Hereford and 538 Shorthorn. 
This divides up 34 per cent Black, 50 per 
cent whiteface and 16 per cent red and 
white. By taking 66 per cent of the inter- 
breed championships, with only 34 per cent 
of the entries the Aberdeen-Angus fratern- 
ity, this year has the making of another 
outstanding show yard record. 

Some really big county shows have been 
placed so far this year—Lancaster, Pa., 
with 133 head; Cedar County, Iowa, with 
151; Buena Vista County, Iowa, 154; Ben- 
ton County, Iowa, 178; Tazewell County, 
Ill., 115; Weld County, Colo., 164; Humboldt 
County, Iowa, 122; Mower County, Minn., 
100; Clarke County, Iowa, 107 and Butler 
County, Iowa, with 117—to name a few. 

In only 22 of the 72 shows have Angus 
entries exceeded those of any of the other 
two breeds. In most of the other shows 
they have been out-numbered by a consider- 
able margin. Probably the best job of com- 
ing through in the face of obstacles was at 
the Lincoln County, Minn., show where a 
lone Angus calf was shown. The grand 
champion of the show? The Angus, of 
course! 


A “Bull Getter” 


A new Angus breeder recently reported 
that in his small cow herd the first two calf 
crops have been 100 per cent bulls. And 
while he has been able to move his bull 
calves at a profit as potential herd sires, or 
steers, his program of building up herd 
numbers through the retention of heifer 
calves has been considerably slowed down. 
This occurrence has led him to wonder if 
the bull he is using is a “bull getter” and 
should be replaced. 

Since the earliest days of live stock 
breeding, the matter of “bull luck” or “heif- 
er luck” has been present and scores of 
theories have been advanced in the matter 
of sex control of the calf crop. However, 
geneticists assure us that the bull has little 
or no influence in the matter of sex deter- 
mination. Given full usage, and over a nor- 
mal breeding lifetime, the total number of 
calves sired by a bull will run pretty close 
to a 50-50 ratio. This does not preclude the 
fact, however, that during one breeding sea- 
son a bull may sire 15 or 20 consecutive 
calves of one sex. 

A recent issue of the Ayrshire Digest 
brings out several theories and experiments 
in the matter of sex in calf crop. Some in- 
vestigators point out that it is possible that 
certain cattle families, particularly if the 
strain is inbred, will produce a predomin- 
ance of one sex. If this is true the family

In recent. years, in the dairy busi 
siderable space has been pele to the “sh 
ternate heat period” theory of breeding in 
producing a predominance of females, The 
Ayrshire Digest reports that while this the. 
ory seems to have worked out fairly well jn 
one large herd, the same theory, applied in 
other herds, has failed to produce more than 
the normal ratio of heifers. The Digest 
mentions an Ohio hog breeding experiment 
of many years ago in which the breeder had 
the theory that the ovary or testicle on one 
side of the body controlled sex. A group of 
boars and gilts were selected. In one group 
all of the boars were left with only the 
right testicle and all the gilts with the right 
ovary. In the other group the onposite was 
true. Mating “rights” to “rights” and 
“lefts” to “lefts” produced no appreciable 
change in the sex ratio; nor did criss-cross 
breeding of “rights” to “lefts.” 

A record on 22 Avrshire bulls siring from 
35 to nearly 300 calves shows that none of 
these sires had a preponderance of one sex 
with the total count on these sires 1,042 
bulls and 1,165 females. The widest s2x dif- 
ference in the group was a bull siring 110 
bulls and 128 females. 

As for the man with the Angus bull sir- 
ing two 100 per cent male calf crops, one 
geneticist says: “Keep on using him. It is 
a safe estimate that at least 50 per cent of 
his next calf crop will be heifers.”

: ngus cows, past their productive 
beg At $205 per head as beef on the 
Chicago market September 10. From the 
herd of Norbert Mead, Oxford, Ia., the An- 
gus matrons averaged 1,372 pounds and 
brought $15.00 per ewt. Too mature to 
qualify as “heiferettes” these Blacks sold 
3250 per hundred above the next h'ghest 
cow sale. All of which adds up to the fact 
that an Angus breeder, in culling his herd, 
has a decided advantage over the owner of 
other breeds in what he is able to salvage 
by beefing his cull cows. In many ins-ances 
the salvage price will put a good quality 
heifer into the herd without any “to boot” 
expenditure. 

The same day the Iowa Angus man mark- 
eted 22 steers and heifers, weighing 1,022 
pounds, at $17.35, one of the high sales on 
mixed loads. 


Why the 
“Danish System?”’ 


Each year about this time reports are 
received on several 4-H live stock shows rn 
under the “Danish system” of placings rath- 
er than under the American standards of 
show ring competition involving a grand 
championship, breed championships, and a 
numerical rating on each animal in each 
class. Under the “Danish system” the ani- 
mals are lumped under a few very broad 
classifications—a “blue” group a “red” 
group, etc..—with no championship or first 
prize ratings involved. 

Proponents of the “Danish system” point 
out that since every boy and girl can’t show 
a first prize winner, or a champion, their 
method spares the junior siowmen heart- 
aches and disappointments. The boy with 
a potential 10th place steer may land in the 
“blue” group. He goes home happy. He 
may not have learned anything about top 
live stock. Mediocrity has been rewarded. 
Conversely, a boy or girl who has done a su- 
perior job of feeding and fitting may also 


o-———— 


land in the “blue” class. But the owner of 
the potential champion has little more to 
show for his efforts and judgment than th2 
youngster who was content to “just get by.” 

Granted that the “Danish system” may 
have merits under European economic and 
social conditions, it fails by a wide margin 
of fitting into the American way of doing 
things. The hi~h place of the American 
live stock industry today is due, in a large 
measure, to the high standards set by our 
show ring competition—from the lowliest 
county fair to th2 great International. 
There is no such thing as “good enough”; a 
breed or a breeder is either going ahead, or 
going backward. The acid test is provided 
in the show ring. 

In our own Angvs business more and 
more of the progressive young breeders 
coming to the front are graduates of our 
4-H live stock shows. Some of them have 
fed champion steers at major shows; many 
more of them did not. But all of them 
learned to “take it” and to profit by the 
white, brown or yellow ribbons which they 
won. But they always had that grand cham- 
pion steer as their model and the incentive 
to come back the next year shooting for the 
top. Yes, there are disappointments in jun- 
ior live stock show competition under the 
American system. But fewer than will be 
encountered in adult life. These lessons 
learned early in life leave fewer scars than 
the mistakes and shortcomings which crop 
out later in “big league” competition. Here 
there are no consolation prizes; no all-em- 
bracing “blue” or “red” groups; no such 
thing as good enough. 

This nation’s greatness in every field of 
human endeavor stems from our system of 
competition. In the live stock business, 
and in the Angus business in particular, we 
must keep our standards high. For this 
reason it may be a very appropriate time to 
send the “Danish system” of showing back 
to its home on the Baltic.

North Central lowa Field Day

HE North Central Iowa Aberdeen-An- 

gus Breeders’ Association held its 

Second Annual Field Day and picnic 
at the Mallory and Mallory Farms, operated 
by Arthur and DeWitt Mallory, near Hamp- 
ton, Iowa, on Sunday, September 9th.

The lot of twenty uniform heifers from

After these were judged, the ad- 
ults passed on to the lot of twenty bulls 
from the same herd and equal in quality, 
and picked the best four according to their 
judgment.

The question now, upper- 
most, in most cattle breeders 
minds and others, too, for 
that matter is, will this pros- 
perity continue? Naturally, 
we all hope that it will if for 


Southwest and the Pacific 
Coast states in all of which 
range production and com- 
mercial farm production of 
beef cattle is of paramount 
importance. 

The literally thousands of 
commercial producers who had 
heretofore specialized in other 
breeds who have swung over 
to the Aberdeen-Angus in the 
past few years is going to 
create a market for many 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls each year which did not 
exist before and this is one of 
the important benefits to the 
breed which has accrued dur- 
ing the war years and it is a 
condition which can not fail to 
result in a lasting gain. 

The fact that the war. is 


no other reason than that our 
returned veterans may be able 
to share in the benefits for which they 
have sacrificed so much. 

Of course, just wishing for something 
does not always bring it about but every- 
oe can and should contribute to the gen- 
eral welfare of our country and particular- 
ly to the progress and the betterment of 
the business in which they are engaged and, 
of course, most readers of this magazine 
are working at the job of breeding, improv- 
ing and distributing Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
Let us, therefore, take stock of our present 
situation and try to determine the future 
course of events as well as to devise means 
of promoting still better conditions than 
now prevail. I am going to say at the out- 
set that my own views are decidedly opti- 
mistic. 

During the past four years, due to war 
hecessities, some of the breed’s most im- 
portant means of promotion have been re- 
stricted. This has been particularly true 
of our principal live stock shows. The 
great Chicago International, keystone of 
Aberdeen-Angus triumphs in America, has 
not been held since 1941. The same has 
been true of other advantageous shows for 
the breed. Naturally, this has been a hin- 
drance to advancing breed popularity. But 
to offset this loss, several new avenues of 
breed promotion have been thought out and 
: Into effect by our National, State and 
hegional associations to keep alive public 
interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle and to 
still further enlarge their sphere of influ- 
ence. Probably the most effective of these 
have been the National and Regional shows 
and sales. The Regional shows and sales 
ve been of particular benefit in bringing 
dur breed to the attention of the public in 
outlying areas where it had heretofore not 
received the notice which it deserved. This 

greatly stimulated breed progress in 
sich regions as the Rocky Mountain area, 
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ended should not interfere 


‘vith the continuance of these National and 


Regional shows and sales which have proved 
to be of so much value during the war years 
and probably which would not have been 
inaugurated at all or at least not for some 
time had it not been for the cancellation of 
the regular shows due to war restrictions. 

The ending of the war, however, will per- 
mit us to again take up all of our former 
promotional activities which were abandon- 
ed for the war period, most important of 
which will be the resumption of the major 
live stock shows of the country and this is 
one of the reasons, in my opinion, for an 
optimistic outlook for the future of the 
breed. 

The war really forced us into activities 
which, combined with those previously em- 
ployed, can not fail to keep Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle constantly in the forefront of the 
entire beef cattle industry. 

In order that the breed may enjoy the 
lasting prosperity which I predict for ‘t, 
every breeder, of course, must. do his or her 
part in helping to keep our great breed al- 
ways before the public in a favorable light 
in all parts of the country and some of the 
things we breeders can do to accomplish 
this is to strive to constantly improve our 
cattle and to give them the opportunity, 
through the shows and other channels, for 
demonstrating to the general public that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle are really superior 
in many ways to any other breed of beef 
cattle. If this is effectively done, Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle will continue to increase 
in. popularity with beef producers who 
create the market for registered stock. And 
there is little doubt but that a meat hungry 
world will furnish a satisfactory outlet for 
all of the beef that will be produced on our 
farms and ranges for many years.

Fowler, owner of Laurel Hill Farm and his 
able manag2r, Mr. John Lathrop, proved to

ield day was the first of its kind to 

Katy the Northern New England area. 
The officers and directors of the New Eng- 
land Association were so well pleased by 
the interest shown in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
that plans are to conduct the field day as 
an annual affair hereafter. 

The morning session which began prompt- 
ly at 10:30 was devoted to the discussion of 
pasture improvement, led by Professor 
Ralph Donaldson, Extension Agronomist, 
Massachusetts State College, with Paul 
Browne, County Agent, Hampden County 
assisting. Two pastures were visited, one 
an old permanent pasture showing wonder- 
ful sod development and abundant growth 
after twenty years of production with top- 
dressing as the sole treatment. On this 
pasture were yearling heifers in excellent 
flesh as a living testimony as to the pro- 
ductive capacity of the hillside pasture. 
Professor Donaldson discussed pasture im- 
provement and management in its many 
ramifications for New England conditions. 
He stressed the importance of “feeding the 
soil properly in order that plants produced 
on the soil will contain the food nutrients in 
abundance necessary for rapid growth and 
efficient beef cattle production.” 

The latter portion of the morning session 
was devoted to the study of a recently deve- 
loped pasture formerly an area of stone and 
woodlot. Mr. John Lathrop, Manager of 
Laurel Hill Farms, gave the history of this 
pasture development from woodlot to a 
highly productive state. A portion of the 
breeding matrons with calves at foot by 
Rally Blackeap Envious 4th 713936, son of 
Envious B'ackcap B. 9th 542490 and Sunset 
Trojan 428382, son of Bethel Blackcap 
Bandy 553399 were observed ard a period of 
questions and discussion ensued. 

At noon the party moved to the Chapel in 
Blandford Center where a hearty and very 
tasty lunch was served by the Women’s 
Benevolence Society. 

The narty then returned to Laurel Hill 
Farm for a very instructive educational 
afternoon program. Mr. John Lathrop in- 
troduced Lt. George B. Fowler, owner of 
Laurel Hill, who in turn expressed deep sat- 
isfaction in serving as host. to the New Eng- 
land group. 

The New England Association was ex- 
ceeding fortunate in securing Mr. William 

Barton, Field Representative of the

forceful explanation as to the “Why’s” of 
present day packer requirements in the fin- 
ished beef carcass. The clear and explicit 
manner in which the demonstrations were 
conducted met with the high favor and ad- 
miration of everyone present. Mr. Barton, 
who has earned a national reputation of be- 
ing one of the leading Aberdeen-Angus 
judges, used in his first demonstration one 
of the junior herd sires at Laurel Hill, Sun- 
set Eileenmere. He explained in a detailed 
fashion the reasons behind the packer de- 
mands for a “nearly perfect” beef carcass. 
He then asked that the cow Sunset Pass 
552490, a Blackbird, be brought into the 
ring, after which he proceeded, as only “Bill” 
can, to commend and constructively criticize 
the bull and cow from the standpoint of 
what is to be desired in selecting animals 
with which to carry on a successful breeding 
+ aaa in purebred Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. 

Mr. Barton used for his judging school 
two classes, one a class of four excellent 
heifers, three of which are consigned to the 
Dutchess County Breeders’ Sale, and an- 
other class of young bulls. It was evident 
from the number of correct placings that 
the ideas set forth in the demonstration 
were well received. In discussing the bull 
class, the Journal representative made clear 
the importance of sires in making secure the 
future of the beef herd. Said he, “the sire

may be 50 times as important as individual 
cows in the herd since he is responsible for 
¥% the inheritance of each calf in the entire 
calf crop, whereas the cow is responsible for 
¥% the inheritance of but one calf each 
year.” “Not for a minute”, he continued, 
“would I minimize the importance of the 
female and her job of establishing a pro+ 
ductive family.” 

Mr. T. T. Whitney, President of the 
Northern New England Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, spoke for the entire 
gathering when he expressed thanks and 
appreciation to Lt. Fowler, Mr. Lathrop and 
the others responsible for making the var- 
— discussions and demonstrations possi- 
ble. i 

The foundation animals for the Laurel 
Hill herd, the oldest herd of purebred Aber- 
deen-Angus in Massachusetts, were selected 
by Mr. Fowler. This foundation consisted 
of 14 females and a bull of Hartley Stock 
Farm and Glencarnock blood lines. The 
sound management practices affected by 
Mr. Lathrop as manager have increased the 
productive capacity of the farm'to the ex- 
tent that the herd now numbers over 40 
high quality breeding matrons. As a result 
of the vivid accomplishments of this Farm, 
more people have become interested in 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle and have 
found there the foundation animals for their 
new herds. a

Monticello \2eedlot World's Series” 


By COLIN KENNEDY, Publicity Dept.

T was a great day for the Aberdeen-An- 
gus at the “Feedlot World Series” stag- 
ed at Monticello, Iowa. Top cattle feed- 
ers from three corn belt states entered their 
best steers held back from market topping 
loads to compete in the second annual Fat 
Steer Contest of the Jones county fair. 
Shown without halters or the benefit of a 
hard knee the sixty-four steers were strict- 
ly on their own and were judged solely as 
to what they were worth as prime beef on 
the market. Their only requirement was 
that they were over two years of age and 
over 1,200 pounds in weight. 
When the ten top steers from twenty-five 
cattle feeding communities of Iowa, Illinois

pounds. This calf gained two and onv-half pounds 
per day from start to finish. 


and Indiana were finally selected for the 
top pen, eight of the tops were Aberdeen- 
Angus. Indeed the steers occupying the 
placings from first to seventh were all 
Blacks, with the whiteface representatives, 
although outnumbering the Aberdeen-An- 
gus, found only in eighth and tenth place. 
All eight of the top Angus were Iowa-bred 
and Iowa-fed, with six of them from the 
same commercial Aberdeen-Angus herd. 
Grand champion of the famous Monticello 
steer show was fed and shown by Schmidt 
Brothers, Aberdeen-Angus breeders and na- 
tionally famous feeders of prime beef, from 
Delmar, Iowa. Scaling 1,350 pounds this 


great Black was probably as good a single 


steer as has ever been produced by these 
producers of choice Aberdeen-Angus steaks 
and roasts. The champion was bred by Iowa 
State College and bought by the Schmidt 
boys last December at the Chicago Fat 
Stock Show. When put on feed he weighed 
around 900 pounds. Pointed for the Monti- 
cello show he proved a good doer, so good 
that it was necessary to “carry him” the 
last six weeks. The fact that he showed 
right at full bloom, rather than a shade 
past his best, vouches for the feedlot magic 
of Ferd and George Schmidt. 

The championship was far from a walk- 
away. Men who competed in both 1944 and 
1945 stated that there were twenty steers 
in this year’s show that would have been 
easy winners over the tops of last year. 
Strongest competitor for top honors against 
the Schmidt entry was a 1,500 pound Aber- 
deen-Angus bred and fed by Henry Tobia- 
son, Monticello, Iowa. The fourth place 
steer was another Tobiason entry, while the 
Aberdeen-Angus steers that placed third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth and ninth were bred by 
this commercial Aberdeen-Angus producer. 


Commercial Aberdeen-Angus have been 
produced on the Tobiason farm for more 
than thirty years, the herd having been 
started by the father of the present owner. 
Two bulls purchased from H. D. Miller, 
Morley, Iowa, sired the six Tobiason steers 
—sons of Cavalier 3d and Queenmere 
260th. Last fall Mr. Tobiason cut out nine 
steers from the thirty home-raised steers 
in his feedlot. The twenty-one “culls” went 
to Chicago in November and topped the 
market at $18.50. Two of the nine steers 
he kept for his own entries and the other 
seven were sold to neighbors. And six of 
the nine steers placed in the money at Mon- 
ticello! 

The other Aberdeen-Angus placings at 
Monticello were: third, Herman Helgens, 
Monticello, Iowa; fourth, Henry Tobiason; 
fifth, W. T. Folkers, Scotch Grove, Iowa; 
sixth, Louis Helgens, Monticello; seventh, 
John F. Mommsen, Miles, Iowa; and ninth, 
Herman Folkers, Anamosa, Iowa. The 
Mommsen steer was also an Iowa product, 
bought in Allamakee county by the well 
known International show feeder. Prize 
money ranged from $750.00 to $100.00 with 
thirty-four Herefords, twenty-eight Aber- 
deen-Angus and two Shorthorns competing. 
Judges were three well known Chicago 
packer buyers: Ed Hazard, Armour & Co.;

of the Dutchess County Fair, the Aber- 

deen-Angus exhibit was one of the best 
ever viewed by Eastern breeders. Numbers 
may not have been as large as in some 
years, but the type and quality was excep- 
tional. Class after class brought out tops 
that would offer top competition at our Na- 
tional shows. 

Mr. J. Garrett Tolan, veteran breeder. 
showman and judge, of Pleasant Plains, Ii- 
linois, again did a splendid job of placing 
the classes and his pertinent comments 
made from time to time were both highly 
enjoyed and very instructive to the large 
group of interested spectators. 

The steer show, which was held on Tues- 
day, August 28th, was an-all-4H club af- 
fair, the breeders’ steers being outclassed 
by their younger rivals. The grand cham- 
pionship was won with a son of An- 
telope Grenadier G. R. 2d, bred by 
William Landauer, owner of Ruff- 
lands Farm, Red Hook, New York. 
This calf was fed and exhibited by 
Alton Hoysradt, also of Red Hook. 
The steer was a nice straight lined 
calf, very evenly finished, with 
plenty of smoothness. His official 
weight was an_ even thousand 
pounds. 


The reserve champion, also an 
Aberdeen - Angus, was bred by 
Briarcliff Farms, and was shown 
by William Sheldon, of Pine Plains. 
The highly commended or third 
prize steer was a Fuerst bred calf 
and was exhibited by Allan A. 
Ryan, Jr., son of Major Allan A. 
Ryan, of Ankony Farm. 

Following the show, the steers 
were sold and Mr. Jack Solomon, . 
owner of Gallagher’s Farm at “ 
Nanuet and of Gallagher’s Res- 
taurant in New York City, promptly outbid 
all others to take the grand champion, the 
reserve grand champion, and the highly 
commended steers. The prices paid were 
$2.00, sixty-five cents and forty cents per 
pound, the price for the champion being 
$1.43 higher than the 1944 champion 
brought. Gallagher’s Steak House purchas- 
ed six of the club steers; in addition, Irene 
Hayes (Mrs. Solomon) owner of Irene 
Hayes Florist at 273 Park Avenue, New 
York City, purchased one of the steers at 
twenty-eight cents per pound. The heav- 
iest buyer and strongest contender on all 
the steers was Mr. George Martin, of Em- 
pire Super Markets, Poughkeepsie, New 
York. Twenty-two steers sold for an aver- 
age of $36.00 per hundred weight and none 
brought less than twenty-two cents per 
pound. 


On Wednesday morning, August 29th, the 
show of the breeding cattle started. Good 
Hope Farm, of Old Chatham, New York, 
won the first blue with Biswan of Good 
Hope, a good straight lined bull not carry- 
ing too much condition.

History of Aberdeen-Angus

a under Mr. Marshall’s own management. 
some years, during the recent past, he 
col a herd of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, 
but these were sold at auction April 18, 
1938. The sale was topped by Anoka Bar- 
para 2d, which brought $800. She was a 
wonderful heifer, a sister to the junior 
champion at the 1937 International, and 
solid there for $1250. Mr. Marshall bred 
poth of these heifers and Anoka Barbara 
dq was sold to Cold Saturday Farm of 
Maryland at a reported price of $2850. She 
was got by Burgess Marshall B. out of a 
Barbara McHenry dam. Her sire, by En- 
vious Marshall 3d, out of imported Maid of 
Bummers by Prince Blue Blood of Ballindal- 
loch, brought $650 at the dispersion sale. 
Mr. Marshall conducts extensive feeding 
operations. Recently he fed out five hun- 
dred head of Herefords and one hundred 
and forty black polls; “all” he says, “I was 
able to get at the time.” At the writing he 
had in the feed lots six hundred and fifty 
head of Aberdeen-Angus; five hundred of 
which were from the Kreycik ranch in the 
Sand Hills of Nebraska; one hundred and 
ten from the McCue herd in Canada, and 
forty head from Montana. Asked as to

which beef breed he really prefers, Mr. 
Marshall replies, “I like all three of them, 
provided each is good of its breed.” There 
were more than two thousand acres of these 
farms in corn during the season of 1939, 
said to be the best ever grown on these 
properties. It was all hybrid and the yield 
was from seventy to more than a hundred 
bushels per acre. Mr. Marshall furnished 
the following details as to his plan of 
operation: 

“I farm over 1000 acres of the Marshall 
Farms myself by employing a farm fore- 
man and married men to live in the houses 
on the farms. As to the others, it is all on 
the share basis. I furnish all of the clover 
seed, one half the bean seed and one half the 
seed wheat and, also, one half of the fertil- 
izer. The limestone used is all furnished by 
me. Usually I place two tons per acre on 
the ground. However, on spring sowing of 
oats I use what is called the “light liming”. 
This consists of about 300 to 400 pounds of 
finely ground limestone sown through the 
seed drill as the oats are planted. This 
gives a quick growth to the clover and we 
are much more certain of obtaining a good 
stand of clover. 

“The grain is divided equally with the 
operators and they deliver same to the 
elevator. Hay—one-half goes to me and 
one-half to the operators in the stack in 
the field. I keep up all fences and repairs 
to buildings, employing one or two men all 


the time to look after this particular work, 
together with the painting of the buildings.

History of Aberdeen-Angus 


(Continued from page 60-A) 

A 4-H Club was largely responsible for 
the establishment of the J ohn W. Greenburg 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus at West Point. 
John’s father purchased in 1983 a Pride 
heifer from A. S. Goff & Son and a steer 
from W. G. Riley for use in his 4-H Club 
projects. These calves greatly aroused the 
interest of the Greenburgs in the black cat- 
tle. That same year they selected six heif- 


ers and a yearling bull from Greenacre 
Farms at Morocco. The bull was an En- 
chantress Trojan Erica, named Evergold, 
and was bred by F. L. Bateman of Barring- 
ton, Ill. He was rich in Earl Marshall 
blood; having been sired by a son of Earl 
McHenry by Elite Marshall. His dam was 
Everea by Earl Marshall. This bull’s pedi- 
gree showed four crosses of Earl Marshall 
and. one of Blackeap Revolution. 

In 1934 four heifers were bought from 
the Hawthorne Estate at West Point, Ind. 
That year was also added a Blackbird. heifer 
from G. G. Smith of Tipton, Ind. Later 
they purchased the Erica bull, Knoll View 
Rebellion, a son of Revolution 84th, and a 
grandson of Blackcap Revolution, from 
Fountain Glen Farm, Peru, Ind. The pur- 
pose in buying the bull was to mate him 
with the daughters of Evergold. That same 
year, 1935, a well bred Pride cow with heif- 
er calf was added. In 1938 two cows were 
purchased from Maj. W. A. Rafferty of 
Greenacre Farms. In Brownwell Barbara 
McHenry 7th was obtained a cow that. com- 
bined the blood of Glenfoil Thick Set 2d, 
Barbara McHenry 24th, Earl Eric of Ballin- 
dalloch, Baden Lad, Barbara McHenry 13th, 
Prince Ito and Black Woodlawn. The other 
was the Blackcap cow, Blackcappie Lass. 


Mr. Greenburg has been very successful 
in showing 4-H Club steers produced from 
this herd. At the Indiana State Fair in 
1934 he had the first prize junior yearling 
steer, and in 1935 won three firsts on his 
senior calf and a second on a summer year- 
ling. Later he showed these calves at the 
International and was placed fourth. In 
1937 his summer yearling bull, Evergold 
Jr. was a prize winner. In 1939 the Junior 
yearling bull, Earl’s Gold, was in the money, 
as was also the junior yearling heifer, Re- 
bellion’s Missie. At the present time the 


size of the farm limits the herd to about 
fifty head. 

Peirce C. Ward of the Indian Hill Farms 
near Rochester says: 

“We could give you an interesting and 
somewhat amusing story. Two people near- 
ly fifty, Mrs. Ward and I, with no farm 
background, bought quite a large acreage in 
an attractive but not too productive part of 
Indiana. We are getting a big kick out of 
building up the land, and developing what 
we hope will be a very good Aberdeen- 
Angus herd. 

“We started our herd with the purchase 
of two cows from an old friend, Jess An- 
drew of West Point, Ind., whose Father, T. 
M. Andrew, and grandfather, Dr. Atkins,

“John Sterenberg, of Whiteside County, 
Illinois, was here Wednesday, July 11th, to 
see his consignment of fancy Aberdeen-An- 
gus well finished at their weight top the 
market at $18.00 averaging 1165-lbs. 

“On a breaking market we sold the John 
Sterenberg, Fulton, Illinois, 1,167-Ib. cattle 
at $18.00, the ceiling, this mid-week when 
the next highest price was $17.90 and when 
the practical top of the market was $17.8 
on weighty steers.”

cessful bull for three years, 1929-31, at 
twenty leading state fairs and was unde- 
feated in class and only five times defeated 
for champion. At the recent state sale of 
the Indiana Aberdeen-Angus breeders, a 
double bred Black Enecho 2d heifer topped 
the sale at $500. The grand champion club 
steer and champion of the 1936 Indiana 
State Fair was a son of Black Enecho 2d. 

The dams of the champion and reserve 
champion steers at the Cleveland Livestock 
Show held in 1926, that sold for $3.75 a 
pound, were both bred on the Thompson 
farm.

The Lester Schutz herd at Lafayette, In- 
jiana, was established in 1934 when Mr. 
Schutz was selected as an outstanding Club 
poy in the United States to receive the gift 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus consisting of four 
females and one bull at the time of the 50th 
Anniversary celebration of the founding of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Association. The herd 
now consists of thirty-two head of cattle, 
thirty females and two bulls. The bull that 
went with the gift herd was Briarcliff Erico 
475095. He agi " be a : oe 
pull, and is the sire of a number of the fe- 
males in the herd. The herd sire now in 
use is ee 565722 and is proving to 
be a splendid sire. 

The V. D. Rider herd at Monticello, Indi- 
ana, was first established in 1937. 

The breeding herd consists of 39 females 
of which 17 are Elbas, 5 are Eisa Trojan 
Ericas, 8 are Blackbirds and 9 are Black- 
caps. 

He is keeping six choice heifers that are 
sired by Blackcapper Harrison 28th 417974 
which is a son of Blackcap Revolution 287- 
269. 

He is now using Black Lad 65th 548798 
and Irenmere C. 3d 587063 as herd bulls. 
T - = — was purchased from 
. V. Battles, who showed him quite ex- 
tensively, Winning reserve championship 
with him at the San Francisco World’s Fair 
and several firsts at many of the leading 
shows. Mr. Rider has also shown him since 
acquiring him, as well as Irenmere C. 3d 
587063, and has won championship and re- 
~ championship with both bulls wherev- 
er shown. 

His show string of females has won all 
the high awards wherever shown also. The 
en is now being conditioned for the 
circuit. 

Mr. Rider states, “I have been breeding 
for the thick, deep-bodied, short-legged type 
and am happy to say that my last two crops 
of calves are of this type as I only keep fe- 
males that have the best of ancestry and are 
of the type one sees in the show ring. Mat- 
ing these to bulls such as Black Lad 65th 
and Irenmere C. 3d is sure to produce the 
kind of calves everyone is striving for.” 

Like many new beginners, Willard W. 
Whitehead, West Point, Indiana, knew only 
that Aberdeen-Angus cattle were black, and 
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he believed they were good “cattle” if they 
were black. Families and blood lines were 
all alike to him. His first purchase was a 
Duchess cow bought of S. S. Kirkpatrick 
of Tippecanoe county. She had a heifer 
calf at foot and proved to be from the good 
old reliable family, Easter Tulloch Duch- 
ess, a descendant from Old Grannie, the 
first Aberdeen-Angus recorded. He _ pur- 
chased a bull bred by R. G. Holloman to 
head this new herd of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle, which he had dreams of being more cel- 
ebrated than many he had known through- 
out the country. This start did well for 
him, and it was not many years until he 
found that his herd had increased more rap- 
idly than his surroundings. 


By this time he found that his family of 
Aberdeen-Angus and their blood lines were 
not of the most fashionable sort, so he just 
exchanged several head for dollars, as the 


price was good, and this gave him the en- 
couragement to look for something from 
which he might be able to build a better 
herd. He attended the Forgy dispersion sale 
and purchased Pride of Meadow Lawn 114th 
25505. She was a full sister in blood to 
Pride of Meadow Lawn 122d 271141, a 
champion cow and the highest priced cow to 
ever sell in the Association sale at the In- 
ternational, $4600. At that time, April 7, 
1920, he also purchased the bull Erie F. 2d 
300520, sired by the celebrated Balatum 2d 
258930, a full brother to Mr. Caldwell’s 
grand champion bull Balatum 166769. His 
dam was Eileen Lass 3d 113451, and she is 
very closely related to the Eileens that pro- 
duced the grand champion bull, Eileenmere 
15th 398457. This bull proved to be a most 
excellent sire and improved the herd. Short- 
ly after that Mr. Judy purchased for him

the date of the most recent Central II- 

linois Breeders’ Sale held this fall at 
the Dells Valley Pavilion midway between 
Peoria and Bloomington just across the way 
from S. E. Lantz’s Dells Valley Farms 
which has been the site of all former Cen- 
tral Illinois sales. 

The breeding cattle in the main catalog 
numbered eleven bulls and ninety-three fe- 
males that sold for a general average just 
a few cents short of three hundred dollars. 
The catalogued offering was supplemented 
by an auxiliary sheet for forty-six regis- 
tered 1945 heifers that sold for an average 
of nearly a hundred and a half, and follow- 
ing this forty-five Aberdeen-Angus steers 
— sold that averaged over eighty dol- 
ars. 

September 20th was a day to be long re- 
membered in Central Illinois for it was a 
real “booster day” and one of the largest 
crowds ever present was at the ringside. 
The program for the day included the fol- 
lowing: 10:30 A. M.—Hoof Trimming Dem- 
onstration; 11:00 A. M.—Best Method of 
Grooming Cattle for Show or Sale; Dinner; 
12:30 P. M.—Auction of 104 Registered Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeding cattle followed by 
the sale of forty-six registered 1945 Aber- 
deen-Angus heifers; Supper; 6:00 P. M.— 
Type Demonstration by Bob Duprey; Sale 
of forty-five steers. 

This sale and the program drew a crowd 
estimated at thirty-five hundred and buyers 
from five states divided the offering. Top 
animal was Blackcap Lantz 83d. a June 20, 
1938, daughter of Energy’s Marshall 2d; 
consigned by S. E. Lantz and purchased by 
the Millady Farms, Elgin, Illinois, for eleven 
hundred dollars. 

First heifer in the ring was Erica of Tim- 
berline 4th, April 1943 daughter of Hanes’ 
Eileenmere 2d, consigned by Weaver Bros. 
She sold for a thousand and twenty-five 
dollars to A. D. Bradshaw, of Smithshire, 


[the date of September 20th, 1945, was 


Illinois. When the sale commenced a num- 
ber of buyers were still in the dining hall, 
included among these buyers was Mr. 
Woodward, owner of Woodbar Farms, Rock- 
ford, Illinois, who was much interested in 
this first heifer and during the sale he pur- 
chased her from Mr. Bradshaw for fifteen 
hundred dollars. This would have made 
her the sale top, but she is included in the 
report at ten and a quarter as that is the 
price she brought to the coffers of the sale 
offering. 

Top bull was Eileenmere Eric W. 2d 787- 
024, a September 1943 son of Eileenmere 
295th consigned by Leslie Walker and pur- 
chased by J. C. Weckel, Champaign, Illinois, 
for seven hundred dollars. Top 1945 heifer 
was consigned by Fred L. Wilson and pur- 
chased by W. T. & M. Lantz Risser, Dan- 
vers, Illinois, for two hundred and eighty- 
five dollars. Top 1945 steer was sold by 
Alvin Roth, Morton, and purchased by Fred 
DeBoer, Wyoming, Illinois, for two hundred 
and fifteen dollars. 

Everyone was growing “plank weary” by 
the time the hundred and fifty breeding 
cattle had sold. However, the sale of the 
steer calves took on some “carnival color” 
produced in part by the antics of the steers 
and those of the boys at the halters. What 
was not generally known was that the heif- 
er and steer calves were trucked to the pa- 
vilion and unloaded in the dark and led into 
the barn, that several trucks were used and 
that the steer and heifer calves were slight- 
ly confusing to separate in the dark. If any 
of you are ever beset with this same prob- 
lem We suggest you contact Forrest Lemons 
to learn his methods of unscrambling the 
sexes. Col. Roy G. Johnston and Hamilton 
James cried this sale.

I still believe it is a mistake to try to hold 
a consignment sale in connection with a 
county fair. You get too many people, 
especially youngsters, who are not interest- 
ed in what you are trying to do. An Aber- 
deen-Angus show in connection with the fair 
is essential, but it is hard to conduct an auc- 
tion along with it. 

Lee Leachman, manager of Ravenswood 
Farm, Galena, Maryland, was the judge of 
the show and did a very good job. He work- 
ed his classes in good order and did every- 
thing possible to show the people what he 
was looking for when selecting his tops. 

Grand champion female of the sale went 
to Pride 67th of Alpha Road. This was a 
typy, November 1943 daughter of Woodlawn 
33d. She was consigned by G. H. June, of 
Greenwich, Ohio, and later topped the entire 
sale when she sold at $525.00 to Mrs. E, H.

Engineering, Agronomy, Animal Husbandry 
including Dairy and Poultry, Forestry and 
Horticulture. In addition to the Agri- 
culture section there are: Commerce, En- 
gineering, Fine Arts, Liberal Arts, and 
Science, with a rather complete curriculum 
in each. 

Sessions are of eight weeks duration, 
similar to our summer schools. The first 
session will close September 26th. There 
are about 3700 students enrolled at the 
present time and the total in Animal Hus- 
bandry is about 200. Each course, by the 
way, meets five times per week and a stu- 
dent is limited to three courses except in 
special cases. This is about the same load 
as students undertake in summer sessions 
at home. 

The instruction staff is both civilian and 
military. The civilians were drawn from 
all over the U. S. and from most of the 
major universities and colleges, as well as 
from the Department of Agriculture and 
other governmental agencies. The mili- 
tary instructors are practically all former 
members of college or university staffs 
and most of them are on military leave at 
the present time and will return to college 
work when discharged. The civilian in- 
structors are required to dress in military 
— but of course wear no insignia of 
rank. 

The Animal Husbandry staff at present 
consists of myself, Earl Weaver, Head of 
the Dairy Department at Michigan State 
College, Capt. Grady Sellards, on military 
leave from University of Kentucky, and Lt. 
Ralph B. Cathcart on military leave from 
Kansas State College. We are hoping to 
add a poultry man, a dairy man, and a live 
stock man before the opening of the second 
term. 

The courses now offered, and full to 
overflowing, in Animal Husbandry, are 
Live Stock Production, Breeds, Feeds and 
Feeding, and the production courses in Beef 
Cattle, Sheep and Swine. Dairy cattle 
management and a Freshman course in 
Milk and Milk Products are offered in the 
Dairy division of Animal Husbandry.

ranchers are not fearing marketing or 
slaughter difficulties and apparently are 
not worrying about lower prices later on, 

Putting this picture together it probably 
means that we can expect. large runs of 
cattle this fall. The increase in the range 
cow numbers indicates another large calf 
crop this year. We probably can expect 
more two- and three-year-old steers market. 
ed from the range country than last fall but 
perhaps fewer yearlings because of the 
heavy sale of calves last year. An excep- 
tion to the latter may be South Dakota and 
the Sand Hills where there is some increase 
in yearlings. 

It is too early to predict the exact trend 
of feeder cattle prices this fall. The really 
important factors are the cattle men’s re- 
actions to the end of the war and the out- 
come of the corn crop—and they are the 
great unknowns. 

Other unpredictable factors are what the 
OPA will do in the way of manipulating 
slaughter quotas by grades and in setting 
point values on beef. Another unknown is 
what, if any, action will be taken by USDA 
on further subsidy or price ceiling changes 
in efforts to encourage cattle feeding. But 
the way things looked in mid-August it ap- 
pears that feeder cattle prices might well 
follow a more normal seasonal pattern, 
reaching their low point in the late fall 
when marketings are at their peak. 

So far feeder price behavior is about the 


reverse of last year and more like 1943. 


This year feeder prices rose more grat- 
ually through the winter to a much higher 
level than in 1944, not reaching the high 
point until early May, with little sign ofa 
price break by August Ist. For the week 
ending August 17th, the average cost of 
feeder cattle at Kansas City was $13.2; 
against $11.33 for the corresponding week 
in 1944 and $12.18 in 1948. 

The producer of native cattle might well 
do a little planning now, especially if he has 
more cattle than hay or will have more cat- 
tle than pasture next year. 

If he sells at the usual time—October and 
November—he is almost sure to run into 4 
lot of competition. _Grass-fat cattle and 
butcher stock ordinarily are lowest. in price 
in the fall when the heavy western runs

They may be used in much larger propor- 
ions than normal for better grade steers 
ad in starting or wintering calves or year- 
ings of the better grades headed for a long- 
ot feed. ; F 

Farmers can vary widely the proportion 
if silage, fodder or other roughages to grain 
and yet get about the same final results 
in gain and finish with any sort of cattle. 
This is particularly true with the bigger, 
jlainer steers and with cows. The results 
obtained from three different feeding me- 
thods with 820-pound medium to good na- 
tive steers at the Iowa Experiment Station 
in 1944-45 illustrate the point. 

Here’s the way the lots were fed: 

Lot 1—Full-fed shelled corn and silage 
jlus 14% pounds of soybean meal, alfalfa 
hay, salt and mineral for 120 days and mar- 
keted. Results: Gain per steer, 273 lbs.; 
feed, 29 bu. corn, 1.1 T. silage, 180 lbs. soy- 
ian meal, 120 lbs. hay; feed cost, $15.57 
per cwt. gain. 

Lot 2—First 90 days, full feed of silage, 
same amount of hay and supplement, no 
orn, then 76 days more on full feed of 
wm. Results: gain per steer 309 lbs.; feed, 
orn 20 bu., silage 24% T., protein 241 lbs., 
hay 256 lbs.; feed cost, $15.00 per ewt. gain. 
Lot 83—Like Lot 2 except silage for 120 
days then corn for 60 days more. Results: 
Gain per steer, 318 lbs.; feed, corn 15% 
bu, silage 2% T., protein 255 lbs., hay 320 
lbs.; feed cost, $14.84 per ewt. gain. 

Each of these methods produced satisfac- 
tory gain and finish on the kind of cattle

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to six pounds of grain and a pound or so of 
protein a day, calves will be all set for pas- 


ture feeding next summer. But they will 
need forty bushels or more of corn to get 
them in market condition by late summer. 
With the light meat supply likely for that 
period they should find a ready market at 
good prices. For the man who wants to use 
corn as quickly as possible, calves can be 
started on full feed and finished in the dry 
lot for an earlier market.

about half that much if fed corn in addition. 

Bright, well-cured corn fodder is a good 
feed for beef cattle, for dairy heifers and 
horses. It can serve as part of the rough- 
age for dairy cows, calves and sheep. It is 
low in protein, so soybean oilmeal or other 
protein feeds should be used as a supple- 
ment. 

The ideal time to cut is when the corn is 
well-dented and the leaves are still green. 
For late-planted corn cut as soon after the 
first killing frost as possible. Much of the 
feed value not in the ears is in the leaves. 

It is better to get it all cut and shock it 
later if necessary, rather than to delay cut- 
ting. If the corn is quite green make the 
bundles and shocks small. 

SHREDDING OR GRINDING 


These operations make fodder more pal- 
atable, more convenient to store and cut 
feeding waste. Shredding is a handy way 
to get the ears out of the fodder. 

LATE SOYBEANS 


Harvest late soybeans for beans if the 
pods are filled. Late beans have a high 
enough oil content to justify harvest and 
sale even though green in color. If the 
pods are only half to two-thirds filled they 
had best be cut for hay. Beans for hay 
must be cut quickly after a frost if the 
leaves are to be saved.

Starting with the Western Breeders’ sale, 
which was held at Denver on October 18, 
the nine sales cover important beef cattle 
territory in as many states, plus their ad- 
jacent trade territories. The area from Tul- 
sa to Pendleton, Oregon, and from Dickin- 
son, North Dakota to Red Bluff, California, 
takes in the best of the western cattle 
country. A lot of new Angus herds will be 
started with the purchase of foundation fe- 
males; and a lot of Angus bulls will go out 
to produce de-horned, good gaining cross- 
bred steers. 

The westward trend of the breed is not a 
happenstance. Under competitive condi- 
tions under adverse range and climatic con- 
ditions the Blacks have proven their super- 
iority. On top of this a lot of effort and 
money has been expended in missionary 
work by far-sighted breeders, by the Asso- 
ciation, and by the Journal. This constant 
pushing is now producing results. One 
doesn’t have to go back very far to remem- 
ber when it was quite a job to assemble 
enough interest, and enough cattle, for one 
or two western sales a year.

strong backs and strong straight legs and 
taking on an air of masculinity as only an 
Aberdeen-Angus calf can. We now find it 
about August first and it is about time to 
do our weaning, and the final cut taken on 
our bull calves. Out of the first fifty or 
seventy-five head we first selected, we find 
that about thirty or thirty-five head have 
developed to the standard which we have 
set for herd sires. I know that some people 
are going to think that this is not a very 
good percentage out of the 125 calves that 
we started with, but, don’t forget, that 
these bulls will all be sold or used as herd 
sires. May I quote the words of Bil] Bar- 
ton who is a nationally famous beef cattle 
judge: “One must bear in mind constant- 
ly, that the heifers merely produce a family, 
but the buil sires your entire herd.” That 
is why we strive to keep nothing but the 
most desirable type for bulls, and in order 
to do so we take the small percentage. 

These calves are now placed in a forty 
acre hay field. Through the center of the 
field runs a good sized creek with an abund- 
ance of water and shade, which is a must 
in the cattle business. The hay which was 
cut from this field is stacked and surround- 
ed by mangers. Here the bulls are fed 
concentrates and hay. We do admit that 
feeding thirty-five head of bulls is rather 
an expensive ordeal, but this practice helps 
to further develop depth and width and 
still put on quick growth. 

All the work of selecting the calves and 
growing them out will be futile unless they 
are taken care of when they change own- 
ership. We have sold some wonderful bulls 
to range men, only to find that they were 
turned out with the herd when only a year

present herdsman. The latter two men were 
former Cornell students and were hired as 
herdsman following their college work. 
Also, several students each year have assist. 
ed in some way with the cattle and thereby 
gained valuable experience. 

Research work of interest and importance 
to Northeastern beef producers has centered 
on various problems in fattening steers, 
Due to the limited number of feeder steers 
produced by the Cornell herds, the steers 
used in the more extensive experimental 
work have been purchased. These experi- 
mental steers have been an important part 
of the beef cattle program. At present two 
experiments are in progress in a study of 
feeding and management methods that per- 
mit satisfactory fattening with the maxi- 
mum use of pasture and other roughages, 
the types of feeds most available in the 
Northeast. 

Fundamental principles in the manage- 
ment and use of the Aberdeen-Angus herd 
will continue to be those that will make the 
herd of most use for students and beef 
breeders in the state. It is hoped that the 
quality of the herd will be so maintained 
that it serves as a stimulus to better beef 
production and that breeding stock produced 
and sold, even though in limited numbers 
will benefit New York state breeders. |

manner as the disease peed strains dis- 
assed above, with three important excep- 
tions. The organisms used are low in viru- 
lence; the dose given the animal is carefully 
standardized; and their introduction into the 
body is controlled. In spite of the fact that 
the strain No. 19, used for the production of 
the vaccine, is so low in virulence, that it is 
tot likely to permanently infect the animal 
it has been found capable of producing 
aiough immunity to make it a valuable 
Yeapon in this fight again Brucellosis. 

The recommended practice for the use of 
us Immunizing agent is to introduce it 
ito the tissues during a period when the 
uimal is least susceptible to the infection. 
€ recommendation that it be used in 
alves at between four and eight months 
ls been made for two reasons. First, it 
been found that the tissues which form 
we immune bodies are more active after 
‘rmonths. Vaccination of younger calves 
mil not produce a satisfactory degree of 
munity. Second, while the vaccination of 
tiers older than eight months will prob- 
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ably produce a more lasting immunity, it 
has been found that these heifers are more 
likely to continue as reactors than where 
the vaccine is used at the proper age. 


Where it is found necessary or advisable 
to vaccinate adults, it should be done before 
they are bred, during the period of least 
susceptibility. Repor.s of cases where it 
has been used on bred animais are discour- 
aging, for, in some instances, the Strain No. 
19 has performed like the disease producing 
strain discussed above. These organisms, 
even though they are low in virulence, estab- 
lished themselves in the tissues and abor- 
tions occurred as a result. The use of the 
vaccine on bred animals is being studied by 
some workers. Until this work is completed, 
the vaccine should be used only on open 
animals. 


It should be understood that vaccination 
alone does not produce a complete immun- 
ity. When bred animals, immunized as 
calves, come in contact with the naturally 
occurring infection a certain number of

them will pick up the virulent strain and 
abort or become definitely infected. Such 
animals may spread the infection when ever 
they calve or abort. 

It is also very probable that the immunity 
produced by calfhood vaccination is not a 
lasting one. Many Brucellosis investigators 
believe that after four or five years the cow 
may again become susceptible to the infec- 
tion. This is particularly true where the 
vaccinated heifers are introduced into the 
herd which has little or no natural infection 
which could further stimulate the mechan- 
isms producing the immune bodies against 
this disease. Where calfhood vaccination is 
used in conjunction with the blood test, until 
the herd consists entirely of vaccinated ani- 
mals, this possibility must be given serious 
thought. Some of these animals which have 
been immunized four or five years may be 
as susceptible as if they had never been 
vaccinated. The introduction of one infect- 
ed animal may start an outbreak of the dis- 
ease. To revaccinate them with the present 
methods is likely to cause them to become 
permanent reactors. The _ possibility of 
developing a method for revaccinating such 
adults in a manner which will avoid this is 
being studied by some of the experiment 
stations. 

Where the vaccine is used in an infected 
herd the situation is different. Here we 
have two widely differing strains assisting 
in the production of immune bodies—the 
strain No. 19 and the virulent naturally oc- 
curring strain. The immunity possessed by 
some of the animals may be entirely the re- 
sult of the action of the less virulent strain 
used in the vaccine. It is possible that, be- 
fore the vaccine was used, some of the ani- 
mals may have been more or less immunized 
by contact with the naturally occurring 
virulent organisms at a time when they 
were not susceptible to the disease. Other 
animals, after vaccination may come _ in 
contact. with the virulent strain after they 
are bred. Where they receive a large dose,
